The financial powe of the 
banking structure in each coun!.y he, worked 
hand in hand with the Government, éxactly as 
the Government has worked with t)e bankers. 
Big business has been organized and encouraged 
by the Government so that it has become a new 
source of national power. Labor and the public 
have learned to work in closer co-operation with 
their business men, and the business: men of each 
country, in proportion as that country has been 
successful, have conditioned their work on a 
spirit of frank adcommodation to the needs of the 
public and of labor. In short, necessity has 
taught the nations to discover latent sources of 
power.

issue of our day—means a reaffirmation 

of our purpose to be a great nation in the 
world. The third great crisis: in the history of 
our people confronts us. Originally, in 1776, our 
forefathers were divided into 13 colonies, each 
of-which had its separate traditions, its peculiar 
viewpoint; in some cases, its separate language 
and racial stock. The economic interests in some 
colonies differed so strongly that even after the 
federation tariff walls were raised by one colony 
against the other. Washington, and the group of 
men who rallied around him, realized that these 
13 American colonies had interests in common 
that were greater than the sum of all the other 
separate interests. They believed that each group 
of colonists should sever its ties with the mother- 
land in Europe and become a part of the new 
American nation. They believed that there exist- 
ed on this continent the basis for a new nation 
that would be separate and distinct from all the 
nations of the old world. They, and the other 
patriots of the Revolution, staked .their lives and 
their fortunes on this ideal, and with their suc- 
cess a new nation, the yamer States of America, 
was born. 

Even then the separatist tendencies could not 
be wholly overcome and the mutual distrust of 
the colonies, which crystallized into the doctrine 
of States’ rights, was so strong that the powers 
of the National Government could be developed 
only gradually and in the face of absolute neces-

“Our Unity of Action and 
Purpose Is Endangered” 

HE full conclusions of. Lincoln’s life have 
T not yet been drawn. The idea of economic 
expansion, the preoccupation of our people 

with the opening up and conquest of our vast 
western country, created problems that absorbed 
the people's attention, to the exclusion of the 
needed work of the complete nationalizing of the 
United States. The European war has brought 
to the surface our differences. It hag emphasized 
the existence of old racial ties. The unity of ac- 
tion and purpose of our people is endangered. 
Our citizens have tended to divide into racial and 
sectional groups, revived Old World racial, feel- 
ings, and business interests, and have led sections 
of our people into championship of or antagonism 
to.varionus European powers. It seemed for a 
time. as if our national ideal was not strong 
enough to subordinate these jarring factors. ~ Al- 


together too many of our citizens have their 


minds centered tn Europe. They seem to be 
chiefly absorbed in asking, “What will happen 
to Germany, to Austria, to Russia or to En- 
giand?” Let them quit trying to shape otir poli- 
tics to meet the interests of foreign nations. Let 
them devote their energies and thought to the 
building of a stronger and better America. Amer- 
ica faces grave problems. She needs resolute and 


unified action on the part of all her citizens. She!

Proving that his mind is open, he conferred 
last week with Senator Chamberlain and Repre- 
sentative Hay, chairmen of the committees on 
military affairs in the two branches of Congress. 
While no public utterance was made on the syb- 
ject, it is known that Senator Chamberlain came 
from the conference with a determination to press 
the passage of hie bill making military training 
for the army and navy and military gervice of the 
Governnmient obligatory on all able-bodied citizens. 
The bill is a combination of the Swiss and Aus- 
tralian systems, and if passed and put into effect 
would assure a vast reserve of well-trained offi- 
cers, citizen soldiers and sailors, subject to cal! 
at the country’s need. | 

On the subject of obligatory training and serv: 
ice the President, as a thorough student of Amer+ 
ican history, knew whereof he spoke when he said 
it was “not contrary to American tradition.” The 
utterances of all the great Presidents bear out his 
statement. 

Washington, with his bitter experience of the 
undependgbility of an untrained state militia 
under short term enlistments, urged Congress re- 
peatedly to provide for the military training and 
obligatory service of citizens. He said again and 
again that “no militia would ever acquire the hab- 


‘Tite necessary to resist a regular force.” 


He urged upon Congress and the nation the de- 
sirability of preparing for war in time of peace. 
On Jan. 8, 1790, he said: » 

To be prepared for war is one of the 
most effectual means of preserving peace. 

A free people ought not only to be armed 

but disciplined ; to which end an uniform 

and well digested plan ise requisite. 

Again on Dec. 3, 1798, he said to Congress: 

I cannot recommend to your notice meas- 
ures for. the fulfillment of our duties to the 
rest of the world without again pressing 
upon you the necessity of placing ourselves 
in a condition of complete defense and of 
exacting from them the fulfillment of their 
duties toward us. The United States ought 
not to indulge a persuasion that, contrary to 
the order of human events, they will forever 
keep at a distance those painful appeals to 
arms with which the history of every other 
nation abounds. There is a right due to the 

United States among nations which will be 

withheld if not absolutely lost by the repu- 
| tation of weakness. If we desire to secure 

peace, one of the most powerful instruments 
of our rising prosperity, it must be known 
that we are at all times ready for war. 

Summing up his arguments in a special meés- 
sage to Congress soon after his inauguration, 
Washington said: : | 

Every state possesses not only the right 

of personal service from its members, but 
the right to regulate the service on prin- 
ciples of equality for the general defense. 
All being bound, none can complain of in- 
justice on being obliged to perform his 
equal proportion. Therefore, it ought to be 
a permanent rule that those who in youth 
decline or refuse to subject themselves to 
the course of military education established 
by the laws should be considered as un- 
worthy of public trust or public honors and 
be excluded therefrom accordingly. 

Subsequently, Washington prepared a bill pro- 
viding for the training of the youth of the land, 
beginning at the age of 18 or 19 years, with 30 
days’ training the first year and for subsequent 
years to 21, 10 days training each year, and re- 
quiring all citizens to have a certificate of train- 
ing “as an indispensable qualification for exereis- 
| ing any of the rights of a free citizen.” 
Jefferson perceived and urged the vital connsoc- 
tion between the rights and duties of eitizenship 
and the personal obligation of citizens to defend 
the country. In his letter to Thomas Copper, in 
1814, he wrote: 

The Greeks and Romans had no standing 
armies, yet they defended themselves. The 
Greeks by their laws and the Romans by the 
spirit of their people, teok care to put inte 
the hands of their rulers no such engine of 
oppression as a standing army. Their sys- 
tem was to make every man a soldier and 
pledge him to repair to the standard of his 
country whenever that was reared. This 
made them invincible, and the same remedy 
will make us 50. 

Previous to that he had written to Monroe: 


Every citizen should :be a soldier. This 
was the case with the Greeks and Romans 
and must be that of every free state. 

As early as 1790 he wrote Monroe: “Whatever 
enables us to go to war secures our peace.” 

Lincoln, with grievous experience of the unre- 
liability of untrained volunteers and of the‘ de- 
lays caused by lack of preparation in time of peace, 
and by lack of sufficient volunteers when called 
for, found it necessary to resort to conscription in 
order to crush the Confederacy. He stood on the 
universal obligation which citizens owe to the

Ali of them recognized that training the cftizen 
and making him the arm of defense against for- 
eign aggression was the very apposite of militar- 
ism. It places the strength of the nation in the 
hands of the citizens of the nation, of the men 
who are doing the work of the nation and who 
would not only oppose militarietic schemes, bit 
would be slow to approve of war: who would not 
approve of its sacrifices except to defend the lib- 
erties, institutions, lives and property of the 
American people 

The obligation of military serviee, of being pre- 
pared to give efficient service, is as clear as the 
obligation-to pay taxes for the support of the Gov- 
ernment in peace and the maintenance of armies 
and navies in war. 

The reasons for the adoption of universal com- 
pulsory military training and service may thus 
be summed up: 

It is in accord with American princi- 
ples and traditions. It ia nonméilitariatic. 

. It is economical. it 
equally distributes the burdéns of na- 
Honab defense. It is adequate, efficient, 
necessary. It removes the necessity of 
large standing professional armies which. 
make for militariam.

German Chancellor on Peace Proposals | 


PEACE ON WAR MAP BASIS. 

Philadelphia Ledger: The neutral Powers 
and the allies would probably be disposed to take 
seriously the conditions which the German Chan- 
vellor, Von Bethmann-Hollweg, lays down as the 
factors in permanent peace if the Chancellor had 
not overlaid all the possible agreements with the 
impossible condition for the allies that the war 
map of today shali» be the determining issue in 
the “practical discussion” of the war that the 
German “statesitian ‘advocates. No wonder, in 
view of this, that Premier Briand of France, with- 
out having seen the interview obtained in Berlin 
by the New York World correspondent, following 
up President Poincare’s utterances of last week, 
has just said flatly that the allies are for peace, 
but only after a decisive victory and “without in- 
trigué.” This view of the French, moreover, re- 
peats the. statement of Sir Kdward Grey, made 10 
days ago, to which, indeed, the long explanation 
of thé German position by the Chancellor is really 
a reply. Nothing could be more emphatic than 
Grey’s repudiation of peace on the terms of the 
“war map of today,” to use the Bethmann-Hollweg 
phrase. 

So far as the general attitude of all who speak 
for the combatants goes, they are equally agreed 
that what.is wanted is not a patched-up peace but 
a lasting peace. 

The allies cannot and will not let Germany make 
over the map of Europe on the lines of her present 
holdings in the Balkans and on the eastern and 
western. fronts, and no one knows this better 
than the German Chancellor himself. 


A WIDE AND DEEP GULF. 

New York Tribune: The Englishman and the 
Frenchman do not think of this as a war against 
a nation, against another people. For them both 
it is'a war against a doctrine, which, if it should 
prevail, would destroy all they love or care for, 
a doctrine which, so far as it has prevailed, has 
written its works in shame and sorrow and ruin. 
Such being the case, the Frenchman and the 
Briton are not now prepared to compromise with | 

‘the nation which preached and practiced the doc- 
trine, when it has drawn the last possible profit 
out of the application and would “now lay aside 
the doctrine for the moment and take advantage 
of the conventions of the civilization it sought to 
destroy. 

Americans will make a profound mistake if they 
do not recognize that a gulf has opened between 
Teutonic Europe and the Latin and Anglo-Saxon 
factions.

Philadelphia Ledger: The battle for the pos- 
session of Verdun begun by the Germans three 
months ago was compared to Gettysburg early in 
the campaign. In view of the remarkable defense 
that the French have put up and the apparent 
change of tactics by which they are assuming) the 
offensive, the comparison may turn out to be 
more reasonable than seemed to be the case at 
first, and the “high tide” of the German invasion 
in France may stop at the Meuse. While this 
terrific battle seems to justify the confidence of 
the French, the Austrian drive in Italy is not a 
very hopeful sign for the Italians after just one 
year of war, and even the picturesque arrival 
of a small detachment of Russian cavalry at the 
English headquarters on the Tigris determines 
very little as to the immediate larger operations 
in Asia Minor. Nor does the explanation of the 
English failures to hold their own in the extreme 
west in France, where they have again given 
way, satisfy; for a strategy that is always delay- 
ing the inevitable stroke does not carry very far 
or make for that conviction as to the final re- 
sults that is half the campaign. Even if Verflun 
should prove the exact analogue of Gettysburg, 
that would not mean the early end of the war, and 
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it looks, therefore, as if the summer is to be 
given over to a series of oscillating deadlocks 
without any great change of line anywhere east or 
west, and with no decisive victory for anyone 
within the possibilities, though with conditions | 
steadily favoring the allies on the whole when all ( 
the campaigns are taken into account. | 


NO PEACE: 

New York Globe: In his latest interview 
Bethmann-Hollweg, the German Chancellor, prac- 
tically withdraws the informal peace proposals 
that the German Government recently put for- 
ward. Apparently convinced that there is no ( 
chance of getting peace negotiations. under way, 
the Chancellor becomes sternly minatory, once / 
again and announces that the opponents of Ger- 
Tmany must face the facts ‘as eee": war map 
shows them to be.” 

The Chancellor also feels called upon to (is- 
cuss once more the responsibility for the begin- 
ning of the war and revives the assertion, not 
heard for some time, that Great Britain brought 
on the war by failing to address “an earnest word 
to Russia.” But then, as if realizing the impos- 
sibility of securing acceptance of this explanation, 
the Chancellor speaks of the “amazing and mas- 

terly manner” with which the outside world has 
been deceived. 

The outlook for peace is ik There is no 
sign of an offensive movement by the allies strong 
enough to be decisive in a military way. Part of 
Fort Douaumont has: been recaptured by the 
French, and this may be taken to mark the end 
of the German offensive at Verdun. Russia has 
joined. bands with the British in Mesopotamia, 
but there is yet no definite evidence of the collapse 
of Turkey. Nevertheless, though Germany is now 
reckoned as on the defensive, it is still a ter 
of grave doubt whether ehe can be pushed back. 
As the allies will not make peace on the basis of

} HUGHES MAY HAVE HIS REVENGE. | 

Chicago Journal: If Justice Hughes gets the 
‘Republican nomination, it will be one of. the 
sweetest pieces of unsought revenge ever known. 
He ought to have been nominated in 1908. An 
overwhelming majority of the Republican party 
wanted him -for ‘ts’ candidate and the country 
unquestionably would have elected him. But the 
adroit despot who then ruled the pafty from his 
throne in the White House forbade. 

“Tell the convention they can take Taft or 
they'll get ME!” he shouted; and the convention, 
rightly choosing the lesser of the two evils, took 
Taft. This year it looks as though the conven- 
tion would pick Hughes as the one man who 


could, as has Roosevelt, he has never declared 
that he would not accept a nomination. In owl- 
like silence he retires within the ample folds of 
his judicial robes and bides the future.

Hughes has 
no more opinion upon Americanism so far as

AN OPEN FIGHT. 


Washington Post: Of course, it is possible 
that the “favorite sons,” acting with the leaders 
of the Republican party, might turn to any one 
of the “dark horse” candidates, including Knox 
of Pennsplvania, Harding of Ohio, and Root of 
New York. A curious situation is presented in 
that neither of the two leading candidates, Roose- 
velt and Hughes, will have any real primary 
strength in the convention. They will figure 
only after the avowed candidates, who have dele- 
gates pledged to them, are eliminated. Even at 
this point ‘there might be a deadlock between 
Hughes and Roosevelt, in which case some “dark 
horse” candidate might suddenly be pushed over 
the line. It is still an open fight. 


A HINT TO ROOSEVELT. 


New York Herald: There is one way in which 
Justice Hughes can be disposed of as a candidate. 
Those who know him well and who have studied 
his attitude in matters of this kind are positive 
that he would not accept a nomination that came 
as a result of a bitter controversy with Mr. 
Roosevelt or any of the other candidates. If 
the Republican party. sincerely wants him it is 
to be assumed that his sense of duty would im- 
pel him to accept. 

If Mr. Roosevelt wants to clear the way he can 
dispose of Justice Hughes immediately by de- 
claring that if Justice Hughes is the nominee of 
the Republican convention he (Mr. Roosevelt) 
will accept a nomination on a third ticket. 

Why say more? That is the way to clear the 
situation if Mr. Roosevelt and the Progressive 
party are unalterably opposed to the nomination 
of Justice Hughes. Justice Hughes is neither 
favoring his own selection nor opposing that of 
anybody else. He probably would prefer to have 
Mr. Roosevelt nominated.

Philadelphia Inquirer: The hat of Theodore 
Roosevelt now reposes gracefully in the Repub- 
lican ring.

the future policies of the United States? No one 
knows.’ That is not the sort of attitude that can 
possibly appeal to the Progressives who have 
followed Roosevelt as their leader, and the Pro- 
gressives vote is needful if Wilson is to be beaten. 

There are nearly two score candidates for the 
Republican nomination. 
going to strike we cannot tell. No one can. 
one thing is certain—the platform upon which 
the selected candidate must be placed must be a 
thoroughly American platform of the Roosevelt 
kind, and the candidate himself, whoever he may 
be, must be able to stand squarely upon it, or 
the Republican party need not anticipate success 
in November.

New York Globe: The Republican delegation 
at Chicago, particularly.Goy. Whitman and Chair- 
man Tanner, should submerge prejudices and de- 
vote itself to a candid consideration of the Re- 
publican. situation. Woodrow Wilson is a for- 
midable candidate. It is difficult to see how Jus- 
tice Hughes, in so many ways like the President 
in temperament and political views, will be able to 
make headway against the tendency not to swap 
horses when crossing a stream, and as to Mr. Root, 
it is plain that the part he took in forcing the re- 
nomination of. Mr. Taft precludes his election. 
But the Roosevelt candidacy would be aggressive 
from the start and would rally to it active and 
virile elements. The administration plainly fears 
Col. Roosevelt and apparently fears no one else. 


A SIGNIFICANT FACT. 


Chicago Herald: There can be no question at 
this time that a vast majority of Americans, 
probably nine-tenths of them, are thinking of no 
one except Wilson, Roosevelt, Hughes and Root 
as really possible presidential candidates. 

Both by reason of their personal character, their 
records and their pre-eminence these men stand 


‘ out as the leading figures in the campaign for 


the nomination. They tower like the mountain 
over the plain above the great mass of “favorite 
sons” who will be accorded the courtesy of a first 
vote. 


But while such an overwhelming majority of 
Americans are thinking of these men after this 
fashion, there appean to: be a few gentlemen who 
have constituted themselves into a committee 
claiming to represent German-Americans and that 
they can “deliver” the German-American 
who are thinking of anybody but these men. 
They are scurrying around trying to find some 
more or less obscure “favorite son’’ who will be 
satisfactory. 

One would think that even the members of 
such a committee would finally awake to the fact 
that when nearly all America is thinking of cer- 
tain leading men and they are thinking of any- 
body but these men it must be concluded that 
they are substantially out of touch with the gen- 
eral sentiment of the nation and therefore doomed 
to failure in the attempt to carry out their little 
plans. 
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NOT A BIG ENOUGH NAVY. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: Since the army is to 
be small, it is all the more important that that 
first line of defense, the navy, should. be equal 
to all emergencies. The House Committee on 
Naval Affairs, which has been laboring throughout 
the session, has brought forth a program at last, 
but it is shaped like a mouse. The “little” navy 
men have dominated it. They could not, of course, 
wholly block naval construction, but they have 
accomplished what they could in that direction. 

If their bill goes through, there will be five 
much-needed battle cruisers, to be sure, but no 
battleships, whereas there should be two at least. 
Only three. fleet and 17 coast defense submarines 
are provided, a ridiculous number. There are only 
10 destroyers. Air craft expenditures are limited 
to $2,000,000. Ef 

This is a babyish performance. As an added in- 
sult to intelligence, every vestige of a general 
plan for development is swept aside and the Presi- 
dent is instructed to call a conference of world 
Powers after the war is over and suggest disarma- 
ment, or at least a curtailment of naval forces. 
This rider to the bill was adopted as a salve to the 
injured feelings of the “little” navy men. It does 
not belong in a preparedness measure, but as a 
separate piece of legislation. Again, the increase 
of men for the navy is fixed at about 16,000, where- 
as 25,000 cre needed as soon as they can be en- 
listed.

ARTIST IN GERMAN PRISON CAMP 


Parisian Sculter Completes Piece of 
\ Work Which Capters Regard as 
His Masterpiece. 


BERLIN, May 27.—The authorities of 
the prison camp at Griesheim, nea 
Darmstadt, have had a small but com- 
plete atelier fitted up for Leo Gall, the 
Parisian sculptor. The French artist's 
first work consisted of medallion por- 
traits of the officers of the camp.

It is a 
monument for French prisdhners who 
have died in Darmstadt.

“Also by prohibiting absolutely the im- 
portation of fodder necessary to enable 
our cows to furnish milk of a good 
quality, Great Britain is warring on 
the little children of Germany, and when 
philanthropic people in the United 
States, who wish to help the children, 
desire to ship milk for their use, Great 
Britain interposes its sea veto. Our chil- 
dren are fully as dear to us as the chil- 
dren of Americans are to them. What 
do the press and the people of the Unit- 
ed States really think of a warfare di- 
rected againat little children? 
“Further, what do Americans think of 
the British practically forcing the Dutch 
steamers going to and coming from Am- 
erica to make Falmouth a ‘port of call’ 
and then claiming the right to rifle the 
first-class mail on the ground that a 
British port is made a ‘port of call’? 
“Also, what do Americans think of 
the British absolutely violating al! in- 
ternational postal laws and seizing the 
first-class mails on neutral steamers 
bound from one neutral port to an- 
other, which do not make a British 
port a ‘port of call’? I dare say, Mr. 
Krebs, that you find it rather incon- 
venient not to be able to eeceive your 
letters from the United States in due 
course!”’ 

No need to quote my remarks, but 
Herr von Jagow's eyes twinkled as 
thought it rather amused him-that even 
an American’s patience could be prac- 
tically exhausted by illegal interference 
with letters from home. 

Secretary von Jagow looked at me 
now as if he wanted me to contribute 
my verbal mite to the occasion, and I 
sald: 

“Broadly speaking, the sympathy of 
probably 75 per cent of the American 
people at the beginning of the war was 
enlisted on behalf of the allies for rea- 
sons that can be readily understogd by 
one familiar with conditions in Amer- 
ica; however, the American people are 
the fairest and squarest sporting propo- 
sition on earth, and if Germany will 
only patiently wait the time will come 
when the people of the United States 
will do Germany and the Germans full 
justice. Your excellency could hardly 
expect to have the fairest jury decide 
in your favor were it furnished largely 
with ex parte evidence.” 

We Want Simple Justice. 

Herr von Jagow gave a faint smile 
and said: “‘Well, it looks as though we 
would have to wait, and so I suppose we 
had better try to be resigned in the 
meantime, but a one-sided mental justice 
is hard for us to understand and much 
harder for us to patiently bear.” Then 
he added: 

“I am sorry that I cannot give you 
more time, but I am extremely busy.” 

We shook hands and I turned to go. 
When I was half way to the door, he 
called to me: 

“One word more, Mr. Krebs!’ I 
walked back to the desk and he said, a 
most kindly tone in his voice: ‘‘We are 
not unmindful of our good friends in the 
United States, millions of whom are not 
of German descent, neither are we un- 
grateful for the fair play publicity ac- 
corded Germany by certain papers tm 
America, which, however, are unfortu- 
nately exceptions to the prevailing tone 
of your press. All Germany wants is 
fair play. Let the American papers give 
the people all the news; let Americans 
pass judgment with all facts in their 
possession, that is all Germany asks, but 
please try to accords what you must 
surely admit we deserve, and that is 
simple justice.”’ 

A wave of his hand, the interview was 
over, and I was glad that it was. I had 
had about all I wanted to think over in 
connection with one interview. In most 
of the interviews I have had with big 
people here, either last year or this, it 
has been “hands across the sea,"’ ‘‘blood 
ties,”” “business relations,’’ and as close 
an approach to the conventional British 
attitude toward us as an extremely 
direct and blunt people could well bring 
themselves to. Herr von Jagow had 
spoken from his heart without reserve. 

Now if I can find someone going 
across who will be kind enough to try 
and clever and lucky enough to succeed 
in getting it by the British searchers at 
Falmouth or Kirkwall, then it will be up 
to the greatest and fairest of all um- 
pires, the American people, for “judg- 
ment.”

Unlike steam and electric vehicles, the 


Gasoline engine must have a transmis- 
sion or gear reduction between the motor 
and rear axle. The reason for this is 
that the gasoline engine is operated by 


@ series of explosions that take place in 
the cylinder. In brief, the power fur- 
nished cannot be considei#:d, so to speak, 
as continuous. For this reason when 
the motor is required to work at slow 
speed it is difficult to make it operate 
smoothly. When an automobile is run- 
hing over a smooth, level pavement the 
Griving wheels may be connected direct 
to the engine. In other words, little ad- 
ditional power is required, after the car 
is ohfce started, to keep it in motion. 

To start the car, however, an excess 
of power must be applied. Likewise on 
rough roads and in climbing hills more 
power is consumed. WhHe the gas mo- 
tor may be throttled down to pull at 
very slow engine speed after the load is 
ence in motion, nevertheless it is a dif- 
ficult matter for an engine to lift this 
load over a hill at slow engine speed. 
The maximum power is developed when 
the motor turns over fast. When the 
load begins to slow down the engine 
epeed the pulling power of the motor be- 
gins to fall at a very rapid rate. If it 
were not possible to shift to lower gears 
of the transmission the motor would 
stall. For this reason the transmission 
{fx used to apply the power of the motor 
to the rear axle through gear reduc- 
tion. By so doing the motor obtains | 
greater leverage to lift the load. 

There are several] types of transmis- 
sions used to effect speed changes. In 
this article only the sliding gear type 
will be discussed, and a brief explana- 
tion offered as to its working.

seen from this that if the motor should 
be turning over 1200 revolutions, shaft 
“M’”’ would be turning only 300 revolu- 
tions. In this manner the motor obtains 
a greater leverage to drive the car up 
hill. 

The second speed is obtained itn similar 
manner, except that gears ‘‘F’’ and “K” 
approximate each other in size, so that 
gear reduction is not so low. For ex- 
ample, with gear “J’’ revolving 1200 
R. P. M. shaft “‘M’’ would be turning 
about 600 R. P. M. 

The third or direct speed is obtained 
by coupling the two gears ‘‘J’’ and “‘K”’ 
together by means of a dog clutch or 
internal gear. In this manner the power 
is transmitted direct from the crank 
shaft to ‘‘M’’ without any gear reduc- 
tion. This is termed ‘“‘direct drive.’’ 

In order to obtain a reverse direction 
of shaft ““M’’ to that of gear “J”’ it is 
necessary to drive through a reverse idle 
gear, such as is shown at “I.”” With 
this position of the gears the power 
is transmitted from ‘‘J’’ to “E’’ and from 
“H” to “I” to “L.” The reverse idler 
“TI” being in constant mesh with ‘H.”’ 
By transmitting the power through the 
reverse idier a reverse direction is ob- 
tained to shaft ‘M.”’ 

Both upper and lower shafts are sus- 
pended on bearings and designed to op- 
erate with as little friction as possible. 
Likewise the teeth of the gears are de- 
signed to enable easy meshing. How- 
ever judgment must be exercised, in 
shifting. That is to say, one must judge 
the proper time when to shift gears to 
avoid clashing or injury. 

This subject of shifting gears will be 
treated in the next article.

Sterns subjected it to several severe 
tests, one of which consisted of driv- 
ing nails entirely through the tube 
and removing them without the loss 
of air, proving beyond doutt its 
puncture-proof qualities. 

Sterns also stated that recently an 
endurance test was conducted in which 
cne of these tubes was run on a rear 
wheel of a 1600-pound truck, which 
covered a distance greater than 48,000 
reiles and he claimed that when re- 
moved the tube was still in good con- 
diton.

Stopping there over night we left 
Sunday morning, driving through to 
Fittsburg, covering approximately 
170 miles without @ particle of trou- 
ble to any car. 

“We crossed six mountaing on thé 
trip and anyone who knows the road 
will tell yeu that the balance of it 
is hard on gasoline, but all our cars 
eame through with good averages. 
the cloverleaf roadster making 19.02 
miles pergallon and the touring care 
from 17 te 18.” 


LIKE V TYPE MOTOR.

Bankhead bill, named after the chair- 
man on the Committee on Postoffiees 
and Post Roads, while the House pre- 
viously had accepted the Shackleford 
bill of its Committee on Reads. 

Both measures had their basis in 
a draft prepared by the American 
Association of State Highway Offi- 
cials whieh had the endorsement of 
the American Automobile Association 
and other organizations interested in 
highways imprevement.

Board to Meet June 5, Follow- 
ing Statements of Grievances 
© ByStudent Committees. 


LINN UNTACTFUL, CHARGE 


Turmoil Since April Caused Sus- 
pension of 27 Students, All 
Later Reinstated. 


By a Stuff Correspondent, of _ the 
Post-Dispatch. 

FAYETTE, Mo., May 27.—The 
Board of Curators of Central College 
will meet here June 5 and inquire into 
a controversy between President Paul 
H. Linn and the students, which has 
kept the college community in con- 
siderable turmoil since the early 
part of April and has resulted in the 
suspension of 27 students, all of whom 
have, however, been reinstated. 

The students have sent committees 
all over the State to see members 
of the board and relate to them their 
grievances against the President. 
Linn will present his side of the case 
in his annual report to the board. 

Linn, students say, has been dic- 
tatorial, arbitrary and untactful with 
the students and has provoked re- 
bellion by impositton of hateful re- 
strictions. | 

Early in April B. 8..Drain, a fresh- 
man, was hazed by about 25 istudents, 
who paddled him in the good old- 
fashioned way and compelled him to 
push a peanut with his nose and 
chase bugs up a pole. 

Students Stage Fake Fight. 

Two weeks later, April 17, while 
the hazing was being investigated, 
about 50 students engaged in a fake 
fight on the campus. Haroéld Mabrey 
was carried to his room in Brannock 
dormitory. 
“fight"” were told that he had been 
stabbed and were sent for a physi- 
cian. Someone telephoned to Presi- 
dent Linn and he hastened to the 
dormitory in his automobile. 

Mabrey was in bed, surrounded by 
students. Red ink had been used 
copiously and s0 realistically that it 
was some time before the President 
realized that it was a hoax. 

Twenty-three students were sus- 


ing of Drain. The students had a 
mass meeting and there was talk of 
a walkout. 
statement of the men and promising 
obedience to the rules in the future 
was signed by 160 of the 200 stu- 
dents. It was presented by a com- 
mittee. It was “turned down” by 
President Linn, but later the stu- 
dents were reinstated on confession 
of misconduct and promises of g60 
behavior in the future.’ . 
President’s Action Approved. 

On Monday evening, May 15, the Phi 
Alpha Literary Society, at an open ses- 
sion, had its annua! anniversary pro- 
gram. The society journal, “The In- 
quirer,” edited by L. D. Nichols, lL. R. 
Penn and M. B. Majors, was read by 
Nichols. The college situation. was re- 
viewed from the students’ standpoint 
and the president and faculty were criti- 
cised with considerable freedom and 
warmth. 

The following Saturday the three edi- 
tors were suspended. That night the 
students held another mass meeting. A 
walk-out of the students was again 
urged by the most radical element. In- 
stead of that, a motion was adopted by 
a vote of about 100 to 17 that commit- 
tees be sent to lay the situation be- 
fore the curators. 

Three committees were chosen.: The 
men named on them “ad not been in- 
volved in any friction with the fac- 
ulty and were students of the highest 
standing, against whom there were no 
marks. Keen Johnson and E. D. Beals 
were sent to St. Louls, W. C. Cochrane 
and Stanley Merritt to Kansas City and 
G. A. Bergfield and H. W. Godfrey to 
Jefferson City, Mexico, Nevada and Sla- 
ter. All the curators were’ seen. 

No demand for the removal of Presi- 
dent Linn was made, but the unhappy 
condition of affairs at the college was 
laid before the curators. They were 
told that probably a hundred of the 
students would not return next year 
under the conditions which now pre- 
vailed and were asked to make an in- 
vestigation. The committeemen returned 
to the college encouraged by: the man- 
ner in which the curators had received 
them and listened to their statements. 

President’s Action Approved. 

Following the meeting at which the 
committees were appointed, another 
meeting was held by students who are 
spoken of as President. Linn's admir- 
ers. The attendance was i7. A state- 
ment was drawn up approving the 
president's course of action and signed 
by the 17. The number of signers was 
later ‘Increased to about 30.. | 
The issue of the Central Coilegian o! 
May 11 contained a great. deal of criti- 
cism of the president and faculty. M. 
H. Sydney, the editor-in-chief, was sus- 
pended. Thereupon, the student staff of 
the publication decided to suspend it. 
There were to have been three more is- 
sues before the end of the school year. 

A few days ago Penn and Nichols of 
the Inquirer were reinstated. Thursday 
afternoon Majors, the remaining In- 
quirer editor, and Sydney, the Collegian 
editor-in-chief, were reinstated. 

Following the suspension of the In- 
quirer editors, the Aristotiean Society 
decided to cancel the arrangements for 
its annual open session, on the ground 
that if it was held there could be no 
freedom of speech. °

a parallel to the rape of Belgium, 
caused the great philosopher and 
jurist, Grotius, to present in his 
classic treatise this principle of hu- 
manity, which in times of war marks 
the chief line of demarcation between 
savagery and civilization. 

Grotius abundantly proved by cita- 
tions from Cicero, Sallust and Seneca 
that to spare noncombatants and 
treat even captured soldiers with hu- 
manity and moderation was a basic 
principle of civilization. The excesses 
of the Circus Maximus and the Col. 
iseum marked the baser days of 
Nero and Caligula and their succes- 
sors. In the application of this prin- 
ciple, Grotius quoted Seneca as hold- 
ing that “ in the calamities of war 
children are exempted and spared on 
the score of their age, and women 
from respect to their sex.’’ In his noble 
oration in defense of Ligarius, Cicero 
woiced no less a Judge than the 
greatest of the Caesars the virtue of 
moderation to the vatriquished and 
uttered the immortal truth that 
“man can approach no nearer to the 
gods than in giving safety to man.” 

Noncombatants Always Immune. 

The principle, thus recognized even 
in the times of the earlier Caesars, 
received a powerful impetus with the 
advance of civilization and _ the 
growth of Christianity, and fn the 
days of chivalry became one of g2n- 
eral recognition. No one can as- 
sert that this ideal was always ob- 
served iffthe passionate strife of the 
Middle Ages, but it was an ideal, 
tonsistently avowed, which generally 
moderated the excesses of war. The 
medieval knight disdained to use his 
sword upon a noncombatant; but 
now, to quote Burke's sad lament, 
“The age of chivalry is gone * * * 
and the glory of Europe is departed. 

Such was the undoubted law of civili- 
zation at the outbreak of this war. It 
is no answer to say that international 
law is a misnomer and means little 
more than the etiquette of nations, to 


‘}be observed or disregarded according tv 


the pleasure or necessities of the com- 
batant, for it may be said of this great 
principle of humanity, as Alexande, 
Hamilton so eloquently said: 

The sacred rights of man are not 
to be searched for in old documents 
and musty records. They are writ- 
ten as with a sunbeam in the w:: ‘le 
volume of human nature by the anand 
of Divinity itself and can never be 

erased by mortal] power. 

The clearest recognition »f this princt- 
ple of humanity is evidenced by thie 
fact that for five months after ths wa) 
began it was never asserted hy any bel- 
ligerent that any right existed tv siaugh- 
ter indiscriminately noncombatanis, 
whether citizens of belligerent nations 
or not, in order to destroy an enemy’s 
commerce. The first intimation to the 
contrary was an authorized interview Ly 
Admiral Tirpitz, given to the world on 
the cve of Christmas, 1914—God save the 
mark!—in which that chief of pirates, 
whom history has recorded—for no buc- 
caneer of the Spanish Main ever did a 


:}fouler deed than the destruction of the 


Lusitania—etated that it was his inter.- 
tion to torpedo every merchant vesse] 
belonging to the allies, and, directing 
his challenging to America, he asked, 
‘What will America then say?’ Had 
our President then called upon Germany 
tc affirm or disaffirm this threat of its 
chief naval commander under penalty of 
an immediate severance of diplomatic 
relations, this black and shameful chap- 
ter of history would possibly never have 
been written. 


German War Zone Proclamation. 
This was followed on Feb. ¢, 1916, by 
a proclamation which established a war 
zone around the British Isles, and said: 
Every enemy merchant ship found 
in the said war zone will be destroy- 
ed without its being always possible 
to avert the dangers threatening the 
crews and passengers. 

We accepted that challenge in the 
most direct and unequivocal! manner, 
when our Government on Feb. 10, 1915, 
called the attention of the German Gov- 
ernment “to the very serious possibili- 
ties of the course of action apparently 
contemplated,”’ and added as our warn- 
ing that if such course of action caused 

the death of any American citizens, 

it would be difficult for the United 

States to view the act in any other 
ight than as an indefensible viola- 

tion of neutral sights, for which the 

Government would be concerned to 

hold the German Government to a 

strict accountability, and to take any 

steps it might be necessary to take 
to safeguard American lives and lib- 
erty and to secure to American cit- 
izens the full enjoyment pf their ac- 
knowledged right on the high seag. 

Thus was the issue joined with brave 
words, and if we had then begun to 
make adequate preparations to vindicate 
these words with deeds, ‘t is reasonabiy 
possible that the Lusitania would never 
have sunk. 

Whether the German Governmen* was 
indifferent to our hostility or misied by 
the assurance which our then Secretary 
of State is said to have given to the

“Bernstorff Shoulqg Have Been Dis- 
missed, 

When Genet made a similar but far 
less reprehensible. attempt to appeal 
over the head of the President to the 
American people, President Washing- 
tcn, although our country was then 
in its infancy and ill-prepared to de- 
fend its rights, promptly demanded 
his recall. De Lome went home be- 
cause of one slur on our President in 
@ private letter, while Sackville-West 
was given his passports because he 
eipressed an opinion in another pri- 
vate letter how an American citizen 
should vote. We compelled Spain to 
disavow the murder of the crew of 
the Virginius and we sought to com- 
pe’ Mexico on short notice to salute 
our flag because some of our officers 
hac been arrested by some overzeal- 
ous Mexican subordinate. If Count 
Jchann Bernstorff had been given his 
passports then, it is again possible, 
and perhaps probable, that the Lusi- 
tania would never have been sunk. 
Our Government was not aware 
o*° the gross impropriety of the 
action of the German Embassy, be- 
cause it called its attention to it asa 
“surprising irregularity,” but with 
this very mild rebuke, it permitted 
the German Ambassador to remain, 
and he has since influenced the action 
of our Government as no other for- 
eign diplomat ever has done. Em- 
boldened by his immunity, his mili- 
tery and naval attaches, Von Papen 
and Boy-Ed, outraged every principle 
of diplomatic tntercourse by making 
this country a base of operations for 
hostile attacks upon our friendly 
neighbors. 

The impropriety of the German Em- 
bassy was emphasized when Dr. 
Dernberg, the semiofficial represent- 
ative of the Kaiser in this country, 
cynically added to the formal warning 
of the German Embassy: 

If after such warning and publica- 
tion of the fact that a ship contained 
contraband, as I have suggested, 
people want to travel in her, it is 
their own affair. Nobody can pre- 
vent their committing suicide if they 
wish. 


This brutally cynical remark also went 
unrebuked, until, with his exultant justi- 
fication of the massacre of the Lusi- 
tania, public opinfon—and not a laggard 
Government—drove him from our shores, 
whose hospitality he had so shamefully 
abused. 

The Lusitania sailed on May 1 with 
2500 noncombatants on board, and on 
May 7, without the slightest warning or 
an opportunity to escape, it was ecrveliy 
and treacherously torpedoed, and over 
1000 men, women and children were 
thrown to the waves. 

Two days later the President of the 
United States spoke in the City of Phil- 
adelphia and the entire world listened 
with bated breath to what the first citl- 
zen of America would say in relation tu 
this outrage. He had only to lead. The 
American people were then at least 
ready to follow. He knew andj must 
have known that every syllable he then 
uttered would be necessarily cunetrued 
as having a direct reference ‘to nis at- 
titude and that of his country. He must 
have been conscious of this, and this 
was his message to the world: 

Is not there such a thing as a man 
being too proud to fight? Ther» is 
such a thing as a nation ‘ein: so 
right that it does not need tu con- 
vince others by force that it is 
right. 

The German Government thereafter 
not unnaturally paid -little attention to 
successive notes, which it and the world 
generally regarded as more voluble than 
valuable. 

Was it not Wilkins Micawber, the 
original advocate of ‘‘watchful waiting.”’ 
who always wrote a note while “waiting 
for something to turn up?’ 


“President Mobilized the Dictionary.” 

On May 18, 1915, we did protest against 
this inhuman outrage, but all that we 
said was that 

The Imperial German Government 

will not expect the Government of 

the United States to omit any word 
or any act necessary to the per- 
formance of its sacred duty of main- 
taining the rights of the United 

States and its citizens and of safe- 

guarding their free exercise and en- 

joyment. 

Thereafter no ‘“‘word’ was omitted. 
The President mobilized the dictionarv 
industriously, if not effectively, and vig- 
orously opposed German submarines 
with a typewriter. 

On May 28, 1915, the German Gov- 
ernment justified the “sinking of the 
Lusitania upon grounds all of which 
were untenable and some of which were 
fa'se in fact. 

On une J9 we again wrote a note:‘o 
the German Government and demanded 
Arenrances 

That the Imperia! Government wil! 
adopt the measures necessary to put 
these principles into practice in re- 
spect to the safeguarding of Amer- 
ican lives and American ships. 

While this ineffective interchange of 
notes was taking place the German Gov- 
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ernment was indicating bv its acts in no 
unmeanire war tte i-tention to carry 
‘he pei: ce? £4

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the Lusitania outrage, our Government 
addressed to it another note, in which 
we simply emphasized the rights of our 
Citizens as neutrals and concluded by 
saying that 

Friendship itself prompts it (our 
Government) to say to the Imperial 
Government that repetition by com- 
manders of Germfian naval vessels 
of acts in cohtfavention of these 
rights must be regarded by the Gov- 
érnment of the United States, when 
they affect American citizens, as de- 
liberately unfriendly. 

It will be noted that in this demand 
our Government commenced to modify 
at least thé grounds of ite contention 
by omitting ite previous wholly créd- 
itable aesertion of the rights of non- 
Leombatantse on general principles of 
humanity and by restricting it to thé 
rights of our citizens to be in any event 
immune. As I shall venture to show 
hereafter, this modification of our atti- 
tude compromised the principle upon 
which our whole contention was neces- 
‘sarily based. This distinction between 
ithe righta of noncombatants was not 
att inadvertence. The noté was prepared 
by the great rhetorician with the utmost 
care, and it is said that he spent many 
hours in Gonsidering whether he would 
sé the Words ‘‘deliberately unfriendly’ 
or “an unfriendly act,’’ although it 
would take a mediaeval scholastic to 
recognize the precise distinction. 
Tirpite and His Subordinate Pirates. 

While these innocuous notes were 
being exchanged, Admiral von Tirpitz 
and his subordinate pirates weré not 
idie, for on Aug. 19 they destroyed the 
Arabic and killed some more Ameérican 
citizens. This act and the subsequent 
inaction of our Government raised so 
strong a stort of protest among the 
Ameérican people that the sagacious 
Bérnstérff evidently advised his home 
Government that, while it could trifle 
with sOme American officials, it could 
not thus deal with impunity with the 
American péople, and thereupon the 
German Foreign Office attempted to 
give the impression that the sinking of 
the Arabic had been contrary to au- 
thority and it authorized its Ambassa- 
dor at Washington to give this Govern- 
ment a solemn pledge that 

liners will not be sunk by our 
submarines without warning and 
without safety of the lives of 
noncombatants, provided that the 
liners do not try to é¢scape or of- 
fer resistance. 


This pledge was given not in Bern- 
storff's language but in the formal 
terms convéyed through him to our 
Govérnment by the German Foreign 
Office. The pledge was absolute and 
Without restriction as to the war 
gone. And yet in its note of May 6, 
1916, as we shall presently see, the 
German Foreign Office denied that 
any such assurance wns éver given 
as to the so-called war zone. 

This was not the only pledge, for 
Secretary Lansing states in his later 
note of April 18 that 

again and arain the Impérial 

Government has given its solemn 

assurance to the Government of 

the United States that at least 
passenger ships would hot thus 
be dealt with. 


As récently 


as February last it 
promised this except as to armed 
merchantmen, but these promises 
have rroved only “scraps of paper.” 
German Foreigu Office's “Low Com- 
edy.” 

The assurances that 
given our Government that the at- 
tempted torpedoing of the Orduna 
and the torpedoing of the Arabic and 
the Ancona were in violation of in- 
stiuctions would belong to low com- 
edy if it were not in results the sub- 
ject of high tragedy. Remembering 
thé incalculable consequences that 
might befall Germany if our Govern- 
ment had proceeded to vindicate the 
rights of its éitizéne and thé princi- 
ples of humanity, it is altogether in- 
credible that any commander of a 
submariné would have acted in vio- 
lation of the instructions given to 
him by Ris Government. Remember- 
ing the 4disd¢ipline of the Gérman 
army, navy and civil government, it 
i¢ morally éértain that Whatever as- 
Surances have beén given them 
through diplomats or whatever ships 
have been sunk by submarine com- 
manders have been by direct author- 
ity of the respective heads of these 
departments and with the express 
authority of the Stipreme War Lord. 
When, therefore, assurances wers 
given to this country that no more 
linefs should Be sunk without warn- 
ing, and when stiiBmarine command- 
er& subsequently proceeded to sink 
such ships without warning, the con- 
clusion is irresistible that the same 
responsible ruler and War Lord who 
muve the pledge through his Chancel- 
lor, violated it through his submarine 
oc mmanders. 


The false pledge, thus given to our 
country to lull us into a false sense of 
security, Was accompanied by another 
policy of sinister significance. In our 
country, public indignation was steadily 
increasing at this ineffective exchange 
of notes; and the German Ambassador 
insidiously suggested to our Secretary 
of State that the policy of publishing 
notes should cease, and that further 
communication should be conducted by 
confidential ‘“‘conversations,”’ which left 
little scope for the influence of public 
opinion either in Germany or in the 
United States. Thus was the policy of 
“pitilesa publicity’’ vindicated in a 
grave matter! Undoubtedly diplomatie 
communications may often both advan- 
tageously and properly be conducted in 
camera, but this controversy had hither- 
to been conducted in the forum of public 
opinion, and its. sudden transfer to 
“secret diplomacy” by the great apostie 
of “pitiless publicity’’ was but. another 
surprising change of policy. 

While these confidential ‘‘conversa- 
tions’’ were proceeding the horror of the 
Lusitania was repeated on Nov. 7, 1915, 
when a submarine carrying the Austrian 
flag sank the Ancona, and nine more of 
our citizene were sacrificed. Once again 
we received the familiar excuse that the 
commander had acted in excess of his 
instructions, and it was agreed that he 
should be punished. If he has ever 
been punished, the fact and nature of 
his punishment have yet to be made 
public. His punishment may have been 
to be decorated, as was the commander 
of the submarine which sank the Lusi- 
tania. 

Dispute Over Assuming and Recog- 

‘ pistiam 

On Sept. ® another passenger steamer, 
the Persia, was sunk, and another Amer- 
ican life, that of an official of the Unit- 
ed States, wae sacrificed. As the Persia 


have béen 
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presumably did not commit suicide by 
torpedoing itself, and as thé scehe of 
disaster was beyond the région of mines, 
it is not a very fash assumption that 
either a German or an Austrian subma- 
rine sank it. 

After these confidential conversations 
had proceeded for about six months 
more, announcement wae loudly and tri- 
umphantly madeé last February that the 


submarine controversy had been finally 
settied, It would have been consum- 
mated but for the fact that the issue 
of armed merchantmen suddénly arose, 
and the proposed settlement was again 
postponed. Had that settlement been 
consummated it would have included 
on the part of our country a compromise 
of the principle of humanity involved. 
As that proposed settlement may yet 


be revived in the tortuous course of 
future negotiations, it is of importance 
that its nature should be clearly recog- 
nized, 80 that public opinion may, if pos- 
sible, prevent it. The proposed settle- 
ment, which was for a few fleeting 
days proclaimed from Washington as 
a great diplomatic triumph for the

If the 
attack on the Lusitania were not 
justifiable, “so far as it involved the 
loss of neutral lives,” then the im- 
plication. is not unreasonable that 
it was justifjable so far as it de- 
stroyed the jives of noncombatants 
of belligerent nations. It is true that 
it does not expressly say so, but the

Jalthough a German submarine did on 


what up to the EE time ig ite crown- 
ing outrage, by sinking, on March 4%, 
1916, the Sussex, a Channel ferryboat, 
and destroying many women and chil- 
dren. 

When challenged to justify this act 
and other acts of a similar character, 
and to reconcile these murderous deeds 
with the solemn pledges given to this 
Government, the German Governmenr, 
un April 10, 1916, replied with a cynically 
insolent note. It said, in effect, that, 


‘the samé day, at dbout the same hour, 


and in the same locality, and in the 
same manner, sink an English boat, yet 
that a sketch drawn by the captain of 
the submarine through his periscope did 
not correspond with the picture of the 


and that it, therefore, must have been 
another vessel. This transparent false- 
hood has since been disavowed and the 
responsibility of Germany formally ad- 
mitted. 

This note would be comic if it were 
not so tragic. It was an obvious insult 
to our intelligence and measures the con- 
tempestuous indifference which the Ger- 
man: Government then had as tothe at- 
titude of our Government. As to the 
three other ships, destroyed about the 
same time, the German Government re- 
pifed by admitting the fact and justify- 
ing the deed without even deigning to 
give a reason. 

We have, therefore, a course of con- 
duct, now running over a year, in which 
not only the acknowledged rules of in- 
ternational law and the principles of 
humanity but the solemn pledges to 
this country have been ruthlessly and 
cynically broken. And yet, after all

justified by this attempted “accord 
and satisfaction.” This distinction 
was indefensible either on grounds 
of humanity or of international] law. 
If Germany had a right without visit 
or search to attack the Lusitania 
because it was an English vessel and 
was believed to be carrying contra- 
band and had a right to destroy 
English noncombatants, then that 
right could not be impaired by the 
accidental presence on the Lusitania 
of American citizens. No American 
would contend that the army of the 
Crown Prince was prevented from 
bombarding Verdun if some Ameri- 
can citizens were accidentally in the 
beleaguered city. 

The massacre of the passengers and 
crew of the Liysitania was unjustifiable 
not because American citizens were sac- 
rifi¢ed, but because all on board were 
noncombatants, Its sinking without 
previous visit or search and without 
making any provision for the lives of 
the passengers and crew would have 
been in gross violation of the previ- 
Ously accepted law of nations even 
though no neutral happened to be 
there.

Our own Government had in the 
earlier stages of the diplomatic contrv- 
versy clearly recognized this fact, and 
had very properly and justly rested its 
contention upon the rights of non-~ 
combatants, but in its later notes and 
until the final note of April 18 it so far 
modified its claim as to rest it upon 
the immunity of neutrals from the ef- 
fects of reprisals. Most fortunately, after 
the destruction of the Sussex had again 
aroused our Government from its pol- 
icy of inaction our claim was again 
securely rested not merely upon the 
rights .of, neutrals, but ‘‘upon manifest 
principles of humanity.” It fittingly 
and forcefully denounced submarine 
warfare as “utterly incompatible with 
the principles of humanity, the rights 
of neutrals and the sacred immunities 
of noncombatants.””

The bravery of George A. Hulett, 
private in the Seventeenth Infantry, 
who, although himself wounded, shot 
and instantly killed Candelerio Cervan- 
tes and Juan Beaucome, in Thursday's 
engagement near Las Cruces, was com- 
mended by Gen. John J. Pershing in 
dispatches today. The expeditionary 
commander described the feat as rank- 
ing in importance almost as would the 
death of Villa himself, removing as it 
did two bandits who have constantly 
annoyed the American columns. 

In this message, which was addressed 
to the commanding officer at Las 
Cruces, Gen. Pershing paid tribute to 
the enlisted men, who, in the absence 
of commanding officers, fought the en- 
gagement. 

According to additional! details of the 
engagement reaching here today, Hu- 
lett, with two other enlisted men, were 
in advance of a small party of Amer- 
ican soldiers going to a ranch to pur- 
chase beef when Cervantes and Beau- 
e.me, riding ahead of the Mexican band 
of 2) men, charged over the crest of a 
hill As they charged they fired sev- 
eral shots, one of which wounded Hu- 
lett. However, Hulett deliberately fired 
two shots, each of which brought one 
of the bandits from his horse, dead. 

Members of the American detachment 
reported that among the Mexicans was 
an American half-breed, who yelled in 
English, ‘“‘Come on, boys!’ as the band 
approached the Americans, apparently 
in an attempt to mislead them. The 
soldiers recognized the ruse immediately, 
howéver, and paid no aitention to the 
Peal. 

The news of Cervantes’ death was re- 
ceived with considerable excite.nent by 
the populace of Namiq'pa, where his 
father still lives. Crowds -athered in 
the market place, where the body lay 
on an improvised bier. 

“The townspeople in Namiquipa gen- 
erally professed to be greutly relieved 
at the death of the bandit and have 
formed a civil guard with which they 
have promised to assist the American 
expeditionary command in ridding. the 
vicinity of bandits. Military authorities 
pointed out that the passing of bvth 
Cervantes and Beucome ieaves the scat- 
tered bands of Villistas in this section 
practically leaderless.

Several Trench Sections Taken 
—German Attack on Cham- 


pagne Repulsed. 

PARIS, May 27.—Several trench sec- 
tions near Dead Man’s Hill were cap- 
tured by the French yesterday, accord- 
ing to tonight’s official report. The Ger- 
mans gained a. footing in the French 
positions near the Navarin farm in the 
Champagne, but were later driven out. 

The official communication says: 

“In Champagne, both artillery forces 
were very active in the sectors of 
Ville-Sur-Tourbe, Tahure and Navarin. 
About 6 o'clock in the evening the Ger- 
mans directed an. attack against our 
positions to the west of the road from 
Navarin and gained a footing in sev- 
eral small posts of our edvanced lines, 
from which our counter attacks drove 
them out completely. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse there 
was fighting with artillery and trench 
guns in the Avocourt Wood and in the 
sector of Hill 34 To the southwest of 
Le Mort Homme we captured several 
sections of trenches and made about 50 
prisoners. 

‘The number of prisoners captured in 
the course of our attack on Cumileres 
has reached about 100; two machine 
guns remained in our hands. 

“On the right bank the bombardment 
has been maintained with intensity in 
the region of Haudromont-Douaumont. 
In the underground passageways to the 
northwest of the Thiaumont Farm we 
made appreciable progress in the course 
of the day.”

BERLIN, via London, May 27.~— 
French troops forced their way into the 
southern part of the village of Cumileres, 
west of the Muese, on the Verdun front, 
during stubborn fighting last night, but 
were subsequently driven out, the War 
Office announced today.

*“"What other defense did he have ex- 
cept the plea of insanity?’’ asked Bro- 
thers, and declared that Waite had suf- 
ficient sense to realize that something 
was wrong when Percy Peck began to 
act strangely at Grand Rapids, and his 
effort to bribe an undertaker’s assistant 
by paying him $25,000 showed he realized 
his guilt. 

‘Unless society is protected against 
the acts of men like this, human life is' 
insecure,"’ declared the prosecutor. 

Justice Shearn in his charge warned 
the jurors not to let resentment inter- 
fere with their judgment in reaching a 
verdict. 

‘The horrible crime to which he con- 
fessed must not sway you,"’ said the 
Justice, adding that the prisoner ad- 
mitted premeditated killing with delib- 
eration and calmness, and that he did it 
with a motive. If the jury found the 
prisoner had committed murder with 
premeditation, even though it believed 
he should be incarcerated for some ex- 
traneous reason, its duty would be to 
bring a verdict for murder in the first 
degree, said the Justice.

The Ambassador referred to the 
settlement of the difficulty of the 
United States and Germany as pre- 
paring the way for President Wilson 
to take up the question of peace. 
President Wiison, he said, has much 
greater freedom of action now to 
deal with the immense problem 
which will determine the future atti- 
tude of nearly all the countries of 
the globe. 

“It is useless to discuss at this 
moment the question as to whether 
President Wilson’s intermediation is 
desirable or probable,” the Ambassa- 
dor is quoted as saying. ‘In this 
instance facts alone must speak and 
one of the most tmportant facts is 
that the neutrals are probably as 
much interested in bringing about an 
early peace as the beiligerents. Amer- 
ica urgently needs peace and for 
tris reason alone the American Gov- 
ernment is under an obligation to 
its citizens to do and support every-~ 
ti ing that serves the cause of peace. 
A fact of chief importance is that 
my Government is really willing to 
take action for the promotion of 
»- eace. 

Optimistic Over Ovfleok. 

“IT am very optimistic regarding 
fre progress already made of the 
idea that the war should be ended, 
even among belligerent nations. The 
wise and moderate words of the Ger- 
man Chancellor regarding Germany’s 
readiness to make peace had prob- 
ably their strongest echo in America 
and strengthen the impression that 
Germany will take all furtner steps 
calmly and with confidence. 

“When another step will be taken 
and what shape the further develop:

“It is not a demand for a huge stand- 
ing army, but for @ system that will 
train all citizens to defend the nation 
and not condemn brave men to slaugh- 
ter at the hands of a fully equipped and 
trained enemy. 
‘Tt ie the expression of 9 belief that 
preparedness is the best assurance of 
continued peace.

@o wrest the control of the Govern- 
ment from President Wilson and his 
Democratic administration. These 15 
are: 

‘Charles E. Hughes of New York, 
with apparently the largest popular 
Support of any of those under con- 
sideration. 

Theodore Roosevelt of New York, 
apparently second in point of popu- 
larity and upon whose plans in the 
event of defeat depend the fate of the 
nominee of the convention. 

Elihu Root of New York, who is 
favored by the majority of the party 
leaders and who, it is believed, will 
have a larger individual following 
than any of the others. 


Charles W. Fairbanks of Indiana, | 


who is supported by his own state 

and delegates from Kentucky, Okla- 

homa and one or two other states.

EDUCATION PERIOD 
10 BE ALLOWED ON 
PARKING OF AUTOS 


Places in Congested Districts 
Where Cars May Stand More 
Than Two Hours. 


Although the police have an- 
nounced that tomorrow they will be- 
gin enforcing the new ordinance, 
limiting the time in which autos may 
be parked on the streets east of 
Twelfth and between Market streets 
and Washington avenue, it has been 
decided not to make arrests for a 
few days more. 


Instead, traffic policemen and spe- 
cial officers have been directed to 
begin a “campaign of education,” 
whereby the law will be explained 
to motorists until all its requirements 
are sufficiently understood. 

For perhaps eight or ten days yet, 
policemen will observe autos left 
Standing in ane place longer than 
two hours in the restricted district 
and will paste stickers on them. The 
stickers will bear printed notice that 
the law has been disregarded. 

The authorities believe this will 
be a simpler and more effective way 
of going about it than by making 
numerous arrests.

involve no increase in pay to the train 
crew. 

For many years past the railroads of 
the country have been engaged in her- 
culean efforts to introduce every pos- 
sible economy in operation. If it were 
feasible to increase the speed of freight 
trains, and consistent with safety, ‘t 
would have been done by the railroads 
as a matter of economy. But, it may 
be objected, why should not the rail- 
roads cut their long freight trains in 
two and thereby enable them to run at 
higher speed? 

To this the answer is obvious that by 
doubling the number of trains the num- 
ber of employes, and consequently the 
wage bill of the railroads for train serv- 
ice, would be doubled. Multiplying the 
number of trains would require more 
locomotives and additional road, yard 
and roundhouse facilities. The chances 
of delay and accidents would be corre- 
spondingly increased. It would menace 
the safety of emploYes and of the trav- 
eling public. 

Practically, therefore, the railway 
managers, if they were to grant the 
demands of the men, would be compelled 
to adopt the third course and to pay 
the greatly increased wages which would 
result. 

The public that pays for railroad 
transportation, and, therefore, for all 
railroad labor, must be chiefly interested 
in knowing whether these employes who 
are asking for higher wages are well 
paid. If they are not well paid, they 
should be. 

The distinguished Board of Arbritra- 
tion in thé Bastern engineers’ wage con- 
troversy, headéd by Dr. Charles R. Van 
Hise, president of the University of Wis- 
consin, gave his opinion in 1912 of the 
wages of these employes: 

“Well organized railway labor, iflus- 
trated by engineers, firemen, conductors, 
trainmen, ete., receive consideration 
from thé railroads not accorded to the 
classes of labor not so well organized. 
Public utilities should not ftmpose an 
undue burdeti upen the public by pay- 
ing higher wages than are reasonable.” 

The railroads are now preparing de- 
tailed records of the pay checks earned 
by all train employes. These records 
will show that these employes, who are 
demanding still higher wages, are prob- 
ably the highest paid of any large group 
of workérs in the world. 

Overtime Demand Unfair. 

Certainly’ their demand for a still 
higher rate for overtime is most unfatr. 
Conditions in railroad work are very 
different from those in most indus- 
tries. The manufacturer can control 
his overtime, When hé chooses to work 
his men overtime he gets additional 
output and profit, and he passes the 
cost of overtime on to the buyers of his 
goods. But the railroad that schedules 
its train to perform service without 
overtime is forced to pay overtime on 
account of congestion of traffic, wheth- 
er accidents or other causes over whith 
it has no control. It cannot pass the 
cost on to the buyer of transportation— 
the shipper. 


A railroad receives from shippers a 

certain sum for carrying a trairload 
of goods 100 miles. If the train is de- 
layed and the trainmen are on duty 4 
hours instead of 10, the carrier receives 
not a cent more from the shippers, but 
it must pay the trainmen four hours’ 
“overtime.” 
’ The essential difference between rail- 
road train service and .work in fao- 
tories, as regafds payment. for over- 
time, has been generally recognized. 

But the question of the wages earned 
by these employes, their hours of serv- 
ice and their working conditions, is of 
minor importance, to that which would 
be’ presented by the refusal of the 
brotherhood leaders to discuss with the 
railroad managers any phase of the 
wage schedules not included in the 
men’s demands. 

Such a “‘jug-handled” proposition does 
not appeal to the American idea of fair 
play, especially when there is behind it 
the thinly veiled threate of a nation- 
wide strike that would paralyze the 
commerce of the nation. 

The public that pays for railroad 
transportation rightly insists that there 
shall be a full and fair discussion of a 
national question of such vital interest 
to every citizen. And more than this, 
the public insists that it has more at 
stake than éithér the émployes or the 
employers, and that it must be repre- 
sented in any discussion of the broth-

paid to do. There must be a minimum, 
rate. 

If the locomotives are loaded down 
with a great number of cars so that 
they will just barely move over the 
road, meeting with .all sorts of delays 
by reason of the long and heavy trains 
and do not make an average of 12% 
miles per hour, then the employes ex- 
pect to secure overtime of time and a 
half (after the expiration of the eight 
hours’ work, just the same as any oth- 
er wage earner gets). If the railroads 
add tonnage sufficient to delay the 
movement of a train and make less 
than an average speed of 12% miles per 
hour, they of course receive more rev- 
enue and in consequence, should pay 
the train crews for overtime. The rail- 
roads should not ask the employes to 
work overtime in order to increase the 
revenues of the roads unless they are 
willing to pay the employe in addition 
to their regular rate for this overtime, 
which was used to produce additional 
revenue. 

How Wages Are Figured. 

In figuring wages for all railroad train 
crews, 100 miles is the arbitrary basis 
fer the normal day’s work on a divi- 
sion. 

Under the schedules of pay for which 
the men are now asking, it will be nec- 
essary for the railroads to move their 
fgeight trains an average of 12% miles 
per hour instead of 10 miles per hous, 
as at present, in order to avoid the pay- 
meht of overtime to the train crews. 

If-a atvision. is 100 miles long, over- 
time would be#in after eight hours; if 
125 miles jong, after 10 hours; 160 miles 
long, after 12 hours, and so on. 

The number of hours when overtime 
would begin, is arrived at by simply 
dividing the number of miles by 12%. 

Any talk of the roads having to 
change their division points under an 
eight-hour day schedule is absurd for 
the reason that the average running 
time on a short division must be 12% 
miles an hour just the same as it would 
be on a long division of over 100 miles. 
If a train would not average 12% miles 
an hour on a 150-mile division, it would 
not average 12% miles an hour on less 
than a 100-mile division. 

Railway freight train crews do their 
work by the plece and what they are 
paid to do is to move a train at least 
100 miles in a given number of hours. 
If they should perform this duty in less 
than a day of eight hours, then they 
would be paid a day’s wages, or if they 
worked a day of eight hours and did not 
succeed in moving a train 100 miles in 
éight hours, then they would go into 
overtime and would be paid accordingly, 
The length of a division has little to 
do with the proposition. The men have 
agreed to run the divisions at uniform 
speed regardless of their length. The 
limitations as to time are fixed only by 
the Federal hours of service law. Very 
few divisions are more than 150 miles 
in length and the ratiroads are entitled 
to 12-hour time from the men on divi- 
sions of this length before they pay 
overtime at all. The men having agreed 
to a speed basis for freight trains that 
will permit the railroad to have divi- 
sions 200 miles long and still get in un- 
der the hours of service law and not 
pay a cent of overtime. 

Caleulated on Speed Basie. 
It fe not the length of the division 
that enters into the calculation; it is 
the @péed basis of freight trains. 
By putting a penalty on oveértime, 
there would be little or no overtime 
used, as the officials would see te it 
that the trains made the: divisions on 
a 12%mile rer hour basis, which would 
give the men relief from the long 
hours of work and permit them to have 
more time at home with their fami- 
lies. 

If the train crews demanded an eight- 
hour day oa the basis of a wage work- 
er in @ factory, meaning to quit work 
at the end of eight hours, regardless of 
where they might be at the time, ths 
railroads could very properly maintain 
that it could not be granted withou’ 
changing every terminal so that all dl- 
visions would be exactly 100 miles. 

Railroad imen regard the shorter work- 
day in exactly the same way other 
men have <cnsidered it. They have had 
opportunity to know for themselves 
the advantages that follow a reduc- 
tion in the number of hours of work; 
théy rémember when there was a limit 
to the hours and they know how they 
paid the penalty; they realize that witk 
the endiéss day they were not as well 
off ae they now are with the 10-hour 
day, and with the lessons of years 
prove it they stand for the shorter 
workday as a humane, just proposition 
which they consistently demand on the 
ground that eight hours’ service at a 
time is all the man can givée with fair- 
ness to himself if hé is to retain his 
mental “and physical health, enjoy «a 
part of his time to his own advantage 
and that of his family, to remain alert 
and active, the better to perform serv- 


jee Gnd to have some hope of remain- 


ing a wage worker several years more 
than he knows he now has. 
Size of Cars Increased, 

Freight cars have grown in length 
from 28 to 50 feet in the last @ years, 
and where formerly it took 24 loads to 
make a train, it now requires\from WO to 
100 cars. One crew is now doing the 
work that formerly was done by three 
or four crews, and this crew does not 
receive pay commensurate with the in- 
creased work. 

Statistics show that it cost the rail- 
roads for wages to locomotive éngineers 
and firemen, 65 cents for each 1000 tons 
carried one mile in 1890, while in 1913 
1000 tons wWére tran: vorted one mile for 
only 33 cents, a decrease of cost to the 
railroads for these employes alone of 
more than 60 per cent. While there has 
been some slight increase in wages 
during that period, it has not been in 
accordance with the decrease in operat- 
ing cost to the railroads or to the in- 
creased work made necessary by ex- 
tremely long and heavier trains. 

The railroads re attempting to make 
capital out of the staterrent that for 
every dollar. of revenue received, 4 
cents of that dollar is paid out for labor. 
This is an admission that railroad laber 
is not paid as much as labor in other 
industries. 

Ten of the leading industries gelected | 
from. the United States census reports 
show that the ratio of wages to the cost 
of production ig 61.4 cents out of éach 
dollar. 

The United States census reports also 
show that wages in all Ifines have in- 
creased more rapidly than on railroads.

Supefintendent Tells © Doctors 
Low Wages Makes It Impos- 
_ sible to Get Competent As- 
sistants. 


INSANE PATIENTS SUFFER 


Training School Needed, Dr. 
Johns Says, but Efforts to Get 
the Money Are Unavailing. 


Attendants at the city sanitarium 
‘pave not had an increase in wages since 
the institution was established, in 1869, 
Supt. George A. Johns said last night 
in a paper he read before an open meet- 
fine of the St. Louis Medical Society at 
$525 Pine street. The meeting was de- 
voted to a discussion of mental! hygiene, 
ané physicians and public officials criti- 
cised the shortcomings of the city and 
State institutions for the insane. 

The low salaries paid the attendants 
at the city sanitarium was given by Dr. 
Johns as the greatest hindrance to the 
proper care of the city’s insane. Male 
head attendants get $30 a month; male 
attendants, $28; female head attendants, 
$28, and female attendants, $25. At- 
tendants live at the sanitarium, their 
board being furnished by the institu- 
tion. 

These salaries do not attract capable 
help, Dr. Johns said. It had been his 
experience that only poorly qualified 
men and women were willing to work 
for such wages when, in fact, the prop- 
er care of the insane requires attend- 
ants of good education, tact, resource- 
fulness and strong personality. 


Training School Needed. 


"In addition,’’ Dr. Johns said, ‘‘we 
ghould have a training school for at- 
tendants so that those who are to be 
entrusted with the care of the insane 
may go to their tasks with the best 
possible understanding of the methods 
gnd means that are best for the patient. 
Bo far we have been unable to get funds 
to establish this training school and 
have had to put up with inexperienced 
help that is 40 per cent new every 
month.” 

Director of Public Welfar Tolkacz, in 
opening the discussion of Dr. Johns’ pa- 
per, scored the city government for 
failure to appreciate the financial needs 


: service. He said he believed the pinoy wy 


est’ need was a social worker at the 
city hall to educate the city officials in 
the needs of the insane patients. He 
also referred to the recent conference in 
St. Louis of the heads of the State in- 
stitutions and lamented - inefficiency 
of these officials. 

“They get their places through po- 
litical influence,’ Director Tolkacz 
said, “and not for their qualifications. 
Their tenure of office is subject to the 
changes in the Governorship and it is 
seldam that a superintendent continues 
through more than one term of the 
Governorship. 

Help Sometimes Bratal. 


“Our city sanitarlum and other city 
institutions are far in advance of the 
State institutions, but the low salaries 
that Dr. Johns referred to are a serious 
obstacie. The wages paid result in the 
attendants being employed from among 
the lowest possible social order and the 
superintendent never knows when one 
of these poorly qualified persons is go- 
ing to beat up a patient. And when this 
happens the newspapers make great 
‘soare heads’ out of it without mention- 
ing the underlying cause of entirely in- 
adequate wages.’ — 

Dr. Cleveland Shutt, Hospital Com- 
missioner, said that for 12 years he had 
come in contact with the heads of these 
State institutions and had never known 
one who was selected for his qualifica- 
tions for this particular work. ‘They 
are usually conscientious and _ well- 
meaning physicians, but absoliitely in- 
competent,” he said. ‘This is because 
of the political control of the institu- 
tions.’ 

He told of his hope that the city 
would soon be able to establish a 
training school for the sanitarium at- 
tendants. He also urged the need of 
larger grounds, so the patients, who 
now number more than 2000, could pro- 
duce much of the food they consume. 

Announcement was made that it was 
thought that at least two-thirds of the 
society’s membership would march in 
the preparedness parade June 3. The 
active membership of the society is 
now 626.

OF THER SUPPORT 


Three Special Trains Take 
Crowd to Oyster Bay, Where 
They Get Warm Welcome. 


TALK ON AMERICANISM 


Colonel Says This Country 
Should Stand for Courage 
That Would Inspire Loyalty. 


By tonned Wire, From the New York 
au o e Post-Dispatch. 
OYSTER BAY, N. Y., May 27. —Three 


special trains brought into Oyster Bay 
this afternoon 2100 Roosevelt boomers, 
marshalled under the auspices of the 
Roosevélt Non-Partisan League. In the 
plaza about the railway station they 
formed in column of fours, headed by 
the Seventh Regiment band, and 
marched off to Sagamore Hill, three and 
one-half miles distant. 

Bankers and actors, sculptors and 
illustrators, clergymen and professors, 
made up the throng. No one of: any 
present political importance had a hand 
in the affair. They assured him of their 
support in the event of his nomination 
for President. 

tnarles bs Gee kad Toward 
Chandler Christy climbed the hill, as did 
Gutzon Borglum, sculptor, Wallace 
Morgan, illustrator; Frederick MacMon- 
nies, sculptor; Hamlin Garland and 
Julian Street, authors; James K. Hack- 
ett, John Barrymore and Jefferson de 
Angelis, actors. 

Dressed in his khaki riding clothes, 
wearing his spurs and a red and yellow 
scarf that was reminiscent to some of 
the war with Spain, Col. Roosevelt re- 
ceived his visitors as he stood on the 
west porch of his house. 

Reprisals had been promised anyone 
who might seek to stop for a bit of 
conversation with the Colonel, but the 
Colonel himself broke the rule when 
“Miké’’ Donovan, who used“to box with 
him, came along. The rule was broken 
again with the appearance of Patrick 
Egan, former Minister to Chile, and 
Once again for Police Capt. Tighe, who 
was a Sergeant when the Colonel was 
Commissioner. 

“I’m pure German on both 
said one man, 
about me.”’ 

“Come back here,” cried the Colonel, 
and he shook hands with him again. 

‘You're the sort of American for me, 
Shake!’’ 

When another proclaimed his German 
parentage and added that he himself 
was “pure American’”’ the Colonel said: 

“I’m willing to rest the case for 
straight Americanism with our citizens 
of German birth, and I would carry 
them two to one for the American doc- 
trine.”’ 

Richard M. Hurd, who was spokesman 
for the visitors, in addressing Col. 
Roosevelt, said: 

“Lincoln said this nation could not 
endure half slave and half free. It is 
equally true, as you have pointed out, 
that this nation cannot now endure haif 
hyphenated and half American.” 

Speech of Roosevelt. 

Col. Kooseveit, addressing the visitors, 
said: 

“Mr. Chairman and friends, fellow 
citizens and fellow Americans whose 
Americanism is without qualification 
and whose allegiance to the flag is 
undivided: I deeply appreciate, I am 
more than deeply touched by the 
honor you do me today. Sir, the ad- 
dress you have just read I accept in 
| the spirit in which you, sir, and all of 
you mean it as pledging all of you here 
to a common ideal, to the ideal of our 
country and our flag. 

“I, Of course, stand absolutely and 
unqualifiedly for every principle set 
forth in that address, and I under- 
stand entirely that in making the ad- 
dress you have pledged yourselves 
primarily te the principles and to me 
only so far as I embody those prin- 
ciples. 

“We have a right to demand that 
every man who comes here becomes a 
citizen, that he becomes an American 
and nothing else. We tegard the hyphen 
as a bar sinister drawn across our 
national coat of arms and we don’t 
intend to permit it to remain there. 

“To you both, native of this country 
and those born abroad, and above all 
to you old native Americans of ol4 
stock, you cannot expect to get loyalty 
from the immigrant or the immigrants’ 
children unless you make this country 
one to which a proud man can be loyal. 
And to do that yeu have got to demand 
that the country stand for courage and 
for strength. 

“No man ever yét was loyal to a 
coward. No man ever yet was loyal to 
a weakling whose weakness was due 
to the fact that he would not take the 
pains and undergo the effort neces- 
sary to be strong. If we as a nation 
do not put up our ideals, including the 
ideals of courage and_e strength, 
and if we do not put to use our im- 
mense national resources, in other 
words, if we allow timidity and willful 
weakness to become attributes, unless 
we make up our minds, we shall not 
command the loyalty of those who 
come to our shores. 

“Just today I was very glad to see 
published in the papers the létter of 
Admiral Dewey describing an incident 
that took place while I was President. 
When we were menaced with trouble, 
I acted up to my theory that the proper 
way of handling international relations 
was by speaking softly and carrying a 
Dig stick. And in that particular case, 
Dewey and the American fleet repre- 
sented a big stick. 

“I asked on behalf of the nation for 
nothing to which we were not entitled. 
I was as courteous as possible; I not 
only acted with justice, but with

“It is a line worth remembering, and 
the way to get peace is not by being 
so unprepared as to invite war, still 
less by using words which are not 
translated into deeds, but by behaving 
with scrupulous justice and courtesy 
toward the other nations, and at the 
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same time being so prepared both in 
soul and in body, both spiritually and 
materially as to make it evident that 
insult to this nation by any other na- 
tion will not be tolerated by our people. 

“Il have spoken of our getting to- 
gether and of keeping the immigrants’ 
loyalty. Of course, I have not given 
you all of what we must do—roughly | 
it is to keep our standard of national 
action in international matters level to 
the standard set by Washington and 
maintained by Lincoln—men who loved 
peace but who loved righteousness 
more than peace. 


“The next thing to remember about, 


the immigrant and every other one of 
our fellow citizens is that it is our bust- 
ness to fit this land so that it will be 
a good place in which our children and 
children’s children shall dwell, and it 
won't be a good place, a good living 
place for our children’s children or any 
of us, unless we shape conditions so it 
will be a good place for our children’s 
children of all of us.”’

Dr. Brewer declared he found the 
prints to be 11% inches in length, and 
in measuring the shoes of several per- 
sons in a crowd near the spot, Sweet's 
were found to be the same size.

Tells Chairman Reynolds He 
Would Not Miss Audience at 
Teachers’ Benefit Game. 


Arrangements for the reception of 
Theodore Roosevelt in St. Louis next 
Wednesday have been completed. 

The big change in the arrangements 
tentatively announced for the reception 
of the former President is that he will 
not go to Clayton in the afternoon, but 
will make a speech at the American 
League baseball park at 8 o'clock. 

The game between the Browns and 
Cleveland on that day will be a bene- 
fit for the School Teachers’ Benevolent 
and Annuity Association. School teach- 
ers and pupils of all the public schools 
have been asked to be present, and 
Reosevelt- wrote to Judge Matt G. Reyn- 
olds, chairman of the Reception Com- 
mittee, that he would not miss an op- 
Portunity to address such an audience 
under any circumstances. 

300 Invited te Joint Committee. 
An invitation was sent to 300 St. Louis- 

ans yesterday to become members of 
a committee to receive Roosevelt upon 
his arrival Wednesday at 7:30 a. m., 
over the Missouri Pacific from Kan- 
sas City. Reynolds said last evening 
that he had as yet received no replies 
from the persons asked to act tipon the 
committee, excepting from Chauncey I. 
Filley, former Mayor, who said that he 
might not be able to go to the station, 
but he would be at the breakfast. 

Reynolds had received word from 
Roosevelt two days ago that he probably 
would be able to stop over in St. Louis, 
but he was asked not to announce defi- 
nite arrangements until positive assur- 
ance of the stopover was received. 

Reception Program, 

7:30 a. m.—Roosevelt met at 
Union Station by a nonpartisan 
committee made up of Republii- 
cana, Democrats and Progres- 
sives. 

8:30 a. m-—-Breakfast at the 
Planters Hotel. Everyone who 
wishes to pay $1.50 for breakfast 
is invited. Roosevelt will speak. 

10 a. m.—Public reception at 

the Planters Hotel. 

12:30 p. m.—Luncheon at the 
Mercantile Club, where Roose- 
velt will be the guest of the club 
and of the Business Men's League.

Missourt Moosers ‘Confident Repub- | 
licans Will Name Reosevelt at 
Chicago. 

The confidence of Missouri Bull Moose 
leaders that Col. Roosevelt will be nom- 
inated for President by the Republicans 
at Chicago has not been shaken by the 
recent decided trend towards Justice 

Hughes. 

Roosevelt and Fairbanks—the ticket of 
19%4—is the plan upon which the Bull 
Moosers expect to see the two parties 
unite at Chicago. The Republican dele- 
gates of Missouri are being felt out, and 
the Progressives believe at least 18 of 
the 86 Republican delegates from this 
State would vote for Roosevelt for Presi- 
dent, with the understanding that Fair- 
banks should be the nominee for Vice 
President. 

The fact that former United States 
Senator William Warner, a standpatter, 
is chairman of the Kansas City Recep- 
tion Committee, which will entertain Col. 
Roosevelt during his visit to Kansas 
City this week, and that former~Gov. 
Hadley is vice chairman, is regarded by 
the Bull Moose leaders as an indication 
that Republicans are ready to treat with 
the Colonel. 

The Bull Moose leaders say that they 
will not accept Justice Hughes as a can- 
didate for President; that if the Repub- 
licans should offer him he would be re- 
jected, and the Progressive convention 
would nominate Roosevelt. The Pro- 
gressives seem to think that Roosevelt 
would draw to his support in November 
all of the 4,219,000 voters who supported 
him four years ago. 

They argue that as Roosevelt polled 
nearly 1,000,000 more votes than Taft, 
they are entitled to dictate the terms 
upon which the two parties should be 
amalgamated, if there is to be an amal- 
gamation. They have made it clear to 
the Republicans that they will amalga- 
mate only if the Colonel is made the 
joint candidate of the two parties. 

While there is some doubt in the 
minds of Republican leaders that 
Roosevelt can be elected, even with the 
two parties united, the Bull Moosers 
believe that the eagerness of the Re- 
publicans to win in many State and lo- 
cal elections would. make them willing 
to accept him. The Missouri Repub- 
licans have been working for two years 
to unite the two parties, and they real- 
ise that unless the Republicans ‘and 
Progressives get together at Chicago 
next month there will not be the slight- 
est chance to elect any Republican 
State official, or a Republican United 
States Genator. With the Progressives 
and Republicans united, the Repub- 
lican leaders believe they can elect a 
United States Senator, and their entire 
State ticket.

AVEA NATIONAL 
FUNERAL IN PARIS 


Former War Minister Known as 
Savior of Paris; Started ' 
Battle of Marne. 


By Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 27.—Gen. Joseph 8. Gal- 
ent, former Minister of War, died at 
Versailles today. 

The Cabinet decided this morning to 
arrange @ national funeral for Gen. Ga)- 
lieni, and, subject to the approval of 
the family, to transfer the body to the 
Hotel des Invalides, which contains the 
temb of Napoleon. 

The death of Gen. Gallieni, while nat 
unexpected, created a profound sorrow, 
as he was idolized by the French peo- 


ple, particularly the poor, who regar4- 
ed him as the savior of Paris during 
the critical days of August, 1914. His 
funeral will be the occasion of a notable 
military and civil demonstration. 

On Aug. 27, 1914, with the Germans 
threatening Paris, he was given the 
important post of commander of the 
entrenched camp and Military Gover- 
nor of Paris. The question of declaring 
Paris an open town was seriously dis- 
cussed at that time, The departure of 
the Government for Bordeaux created a 
great deal of uneasiness and all those 
who were in the capital at the time re- 
call the feeling of relief and revival of 
confidence following the posting of Gal- 
lieni’s proglamation in which he de- 
clared: “I have received the mission >f 
defending Paris against the invader: I 
shall accomplish that mission to the 
end.” 

At once his organizing ability and en- 
ergy were shown. In a few days the 
city was surrounded by new field fortifi- 
cations, heavy artillery was posted at 
all vantage points, a complete system 
ef telephonic and telegraphic communi. 
cation was-established around the city. 

The part he played in the Battle of 
the Marne\is partly known; how on a 
Sunday, while Von Kluck’s lightning. 
like advance was progressing he sent 
50,000 men of the troops of the army of 
raris, in taxi motor cars, across the 
town, out to the spot where Gen. Mau- 


brought his forces up to a strength ‘that 
enabled him to fall upon Von Kluck's 
flank protection and start the great vic- 
tory of the Marne. 

Gallieni was born of a military family 
.¢ St. Beat, April 24, 189. He had 
reached the age limit for retirement in 
1913, but was maintained in active serv- 
ice by decree, the Minister of War 
hol4ing that the services he had ren- 
dered as Governor-General of Mada- 
gascar justified an exception generally 
made only in favor of Generals ‘ho 
have held a supreme commang in the 
face of the enemy.

Exports Are Liberal. 


Exports during the week were larga, 
and made up for the deficiency of the 
previous week, the two averaging over 
100,000 bales per week. During the past 
week exports were as follows: To Great 
Britain, 51,152 bales; to France, 10,795:

Wheat futures declined 2 cents in yes 
terday's trading on the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, owing to rains where needed in 
the Southwest and Kansas to relieve 
drouth, and more definite assertions that 
peace in Europe is near. 

After a rather firm opening, values 
melted rapidly, with the only actual 
buying power coming for profit-taking 
shorts. Large receipts, bearish foreign 
and statistical news and perfect weath- 
er for the spring wheat crop were in- 
fluences in the decline. 

Corn lost 1 cent, in sympathy with 
wheat, and on perfect crop weather, 
bearish cables and a slack cash trade 
in the face of liberal receipts and large 
supplies in primary markets. Oats 
were quiet. 


Week's Prite Movements. 


While price movements of wheat 
during last week were highly irreg- 
ular, with the market at times look- 
ing like a runaway advance was in 
order, only to turn weak and appear 
as if the bottom was about to fal: 
out, news generally favored the 


bears. 

In the early trading prices ad- 
vanced sharply on reports of high 
temperatures without rain in Okla- 
homa, but the official weather map 
showed maximum temperatures in 
the State below 87 degrees, which is 
not warm in Oklahoma at this season 
of the year. Then the bulls asserted 
that the crop was going back fast 
from lack of rainfall. but this was 
remedied in the late week, and val- 
ues dropped sharply with reports of, 
g00d rains in sections of the State, 
and a forecast for lower tempera- 
tures over Sunday. 

Kansas also came in for consider- 
able attention from the “crop killer,” 
although the reports of damage were 
usually qualified in some manner, as 
the Chicago Board of Trade has 
placed a “censor” over damage re- 
ports sent in by so-called experts, 
and if their market forecasts are 
found out of line in the fall, the ex- 
change will bar their messages over 
commission house wires. 

Spring wheat reports were ideal, 
and although the acreage is reduced 
as compared with last year, even the 
“experts” had to admit:that the new 
crop is starting under most favor- 
able growing conditions. 

Statistics Are Bearish. 


Statistical news is decidedly a 
drag on values. The domestic visible 
supply of wheat still is about 20,- 
000,000 bushels over last year’s 
stock, and cutting of wheat will be- 
gin in the Southwest and Texas in 
the next 10 days. The world’s visible 
of wheat is 100,000,000 bushels more 
than last vear, not counting 66,000,- 
000 bushels which Broomhall says 
are in Australia for export, against 
nothing last year. Canada has a vis- 
Kible supply nearly three times as 
large as last vear, and receipts are 
rolling into Winnipeg at tne rate of 
600 to 800 cars a day, against 150 to 
300 last year. These enormous arri- 
vals are amply sufficient to supply 
the immediate demands of England 
and her war allies, and are reflected 
in practically no exports of United

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CAPONS ARE G000 
FOSTER MOTHERS 
QUISENBERRY SAYS 


Practice Common in England and 
France and Successfully Dem- 
onstrated in This Country. 


By T. EB. QUISENBERRY. 


Former Director Missouri Poultry 
Experiment Station, Mountain 
Grove. 


Nearly everyone who reads the poul- 
try and farm papers, as well as hua- 
dreds who have tried it, are familiar 
with the fact that capons can be trained 
to brood and raise chicks. Not as 
many, however, know that capons can 
be made to successfully take the place 
of the hen and the incubator in actua'- 
ly sitting upon the eggs and hatching 
the chicks. Yet the practice is said to 
be quite common in England and 
France, and has been successfully tried 
in this country. 

The method of procedure is as follows: 
A low, roomy nest is prepared in a 
quiet and sheltered spot in very much 
the same manner as for a turkey hen, 
then you are ready for your capon. Fur 
this purpose the capon should be gentle 
and more than a year old. 

Having selected your bird, pluck a 
considerable number of feathers from 
his breast and rub the bare breast with 
weak mustard water, the purpose of this 
operation being to set up enough irri- 
tation so that the eggs will feel cool 
and comforting to the breast whei 
placed under him. Then place the capo 
on the-nest and shut him in. It will 
not be long until he will settle down 
in the proper positions. About dark 
place the eggs quietly under him. 

The next morning he should be re- 
moved from the nest, fed, watered an 
put back. In order to avoid danger of 


three mornings it is well to remove the 
eggs from the nest until the capon has 
been put back on it.. In two or three 
days he will usually be taking on all 
the attributes of a broody hen. 

When it is desired to use capons for 
brooding incubator chicks, somewhat the 
same method of procedure as above out- 
lined will need to be gone through with. 
George Beuoy, whose word is authority 
along this line, thus tells how he uses 
capons for brooders. 

Are the Best Brocders. 

“Rightly handled, we have never seen 
a capon that would refuse to ‘mother’ a 
brood of newly-hatched chicks. In con- 
nection with the incubator, they have 
proved to be the best method of brooding 
the little chicks which we have ever 
tried. They are always ready to take 
the little fluffy balls of down and care 
for them unhtil they are matured birds, 
if not weaned from them sooner. Where 
it is advisable to change the ‘mother’ 
capon from a bunch of older chickens _ to 
a brood of younger ones, it is, of course, 
necessary to wean him from,the larger 
ones. This is accomplished begt by shut- 
ting the capon up in a rather dark place 
for two or three days, entirely away 
from the older chicks. The younger 
chicks may then be placed under him 
some night and left with him the fol- 
lowing day, after which he will usually 
take up with them and no further trou- 
ble will be experienced. 

“It is no trouble to start a capon with 
little chicks in the first place. ‘It is im- 
portant that the capon be quite gentle, 
otherwise he will be more difficult to 
handle. For best results have a smal! 
yard with a coop init. Place the capon 
in this yard a few days before you in- 
tend to give him the chicks. It will then 
give him time to get located and at home 
in his new quarters. If the capon has 
ever reised chicks before it is best that 
they be about one week old to start 
him in with. 

As the brood oop has no perches in 
it, the capon will go to roost squatting 
on the floor. Just about dark, take the 
chicks out and place them under his 
wings, one or two at a time, until they 
are all under. The capon will not ob- 
ject to it, but. will rather like it. 
Should he for any reason seem to be 
restless, tickle him under the chin a 
little and talk to him in a soothing 
voice, and all will soon be well. 

“You will have to be up good and 
early the next morning to see how things 
are going. Usually the next morning 
the capon will be talking, scolding and 
hovering the chicks the same as an old 
hen. Sometimes one will seem to be in 
doubt—will hold up one foot in his 
feathers and not say much. Where they 
perform in this manner, take the chicks

' Jt is poor 
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‘Hencubator’ That Affords Easy 
and Safe Handling of Sitting Hens 


-HENCUBATOR... 


The man or woman who is “‘handy”’ 
ir making appliances for the poultry 
house and yard, such as feeding troughs, 
nests, roosts and labor-saving devices, 
has decided advantage over other poul- 
try raisers. 

Hverything should be plain and sim- 
ple around the poultry house and yards 
and there are some common-sense ap- 
piiances that will save money and labor 
and that will produce results. Of course, 
everything should be easily accessible 
and easily. cleaned. A good rule in the 


poultry house is to have nothing that 


cannot be picked up and removed. Some 
of the metal appliances made for sale 
are inexpensive, light, durable, easily 
Cleaned and convenient in arranrement. 

A problem to many poultry raisers, es- 
pecially to those who have limited qua-- 
ters, is that of handling the sitting 
hens, They seem to be in the way. 
Often there is not a separate place for 
them, or such a place is provided with 
difficulty. Of course. they shouid be 
kept away from other birds of the flock. 

A simple device, illustrated here, con- 
sists of a series of nests and runways 
all in one structure. The boards used 
for the four sides are 12 inches wide 7 
feet long. The compartments are 1; 


‘inches square in one end under the roof, 


| 


while the remaining 6 feet 6 inches of 
their length forms an open runway cov- 
ered with chicken wire netting. A door 
at the back of each nest gives easy ac- 
cess for the examination of nests or 
eggs. At the further end of the run- 
ways feed and fresh water are supplted 
each day. There is room also for grit. 
If the ground is suitable the hen has a 
chance to dust herself when she gets 
of{ the nest. If the hen is rid of vermin 
before being put in such hatching quar- 
ters she is likely to keep so. Each hen 
is by herself undisturbed. She is easily 
cared for. 

This ‘“‘Hhencubator” is inexpensive. Such 
a five-compartment device will cost, for 
niaterial, about $3.50. If eggs are goo.!, 
satisfactory hatches may be expected 
from such a device as this. One breeder, 
who has incubators but prefers to raise 
the chicks with hens, uses two of these 
five-compartment hencubators. Ten 
hens and the incubator are ‘‘set’’ at the 
same time. After hatching the 10 hens 
can usually care for all the chicks if the 
hatch is not too good or the weather not 
too cool. 

If the land is well drained this ‘‘hen- 
cubator’’ may be used out of doors un- 
der all weather conditions except thoss 
of cold winter.

Breaking Up. Broody Hens, 
I have a flock uf Rhode Island Redz 


which is doing very well, 
tion that every neu wants to set.

It is a very ensy matter to break 
broody hens of the desire to set. The 
best method I have ever used nas been 
a broody coop, with a slatted bottom. 
The roof is made waterproof, two ends 
and one side are made of ordinary pou!- 
try netting, witli: « door in one end. The 
other side is mace of lathes or slats run 
up and down so the hens can get thei- 
heads betWeen the cracks to eat ths 
food and drink the water which ate 
placed on the outside of the slatted side. 
As soon as you find that your hens are 
becoming broody. if you will place them 
in this coop, in four days’ time they are 
ready to go back to laying. The longer 
you delay placing the hen in the coop 
after you have discovered that she is in- 
clined to broodiness, it will take you 
just that much longer to break her from 
the habit, and it will also take longer 
for her to begin to lay again. If you 
break the brooiy hens promptly, the 
hen organs remuait in a ‘aying condition 
and the yolks in the ovary will not b 
reabsorbed. Put the hens in these coops 
and feed them ali you can get them to 
eat and rink. When a hen vecomes 
proody she 1s usually in a laying condi- 
tion, having the different parts of the 
egg partly developed. Because of re- 
maining on the test. lack of exercise 
and nourishment and because of loss 
of appetite, the hen takes the egg ma- 
terial back inte her own system ‘104 
uses it as noumshment. These coops 
ehould not be smaller than two feet 
wide and about three feet long. If you 
have a great many hens you can make 
the coops larger, but they should not be 
so large as to prevent you from reaching 
and picking out the hens when they are 
wanted.

You do not state how your hens were 
being fed or housed, but unless you 
have them in a dry, comfortable place, 
the probabilities are that some of them 
have contracted rheumatism. If your 
birds are overercwded or kept in closu 
and poorly ventilated quarters, or if you 
have been feeding them too freely on 
egg-forcing foods or tonics, your birds 
might show symptoms similar to those 
which you mention. The treatment in 
any of these cases consists chiefly ‘n 
removing the catse. Do not feed fat- 
preducing foods, such as too much corn. 
meal or corn, ete. The weak birds should 
be removed to a ven to themselves. Sub- 
stitute bran, wheai and oatmeal! for corn 
or cornmeal. Give milk if possible and 
plenty of green food. If you have an 
overly vigorous male running with your 
hens, they may be suffering from an s- 
jured back. Aft-« examining the hens, 
if you feel that the trouble is due te 
rheumatism, | weuld advise rubving the 
legs with tincture of aruiea. Give 
a dose of epsom «n!ta, one-haif teaspoon 
ful te each hen. Dissolve this in Water 
end feed it in a mash.

Part were hatched tn an incubator and 
part under a hen. .They were appar- 
ently lively, and when they wem 3 or 4 
days old began to die. What we havéd 
left are a little over 3 weeks old, but 
we are Still losing two or three a day. 
They show no signs whatever of anv 
disease. They eac heartily in the morn- 
ing and I go out later and find them 
dead. We feed Conkey’s buttermilk food 
at first and then bran, sume hard-boiled 
eges and chick tood. They also have 
buttermilk and a nice run, with olenty of 
green stuff. The parent stock aré all 
healthy, strong chickens.—G. T., Dallas, 
Tex. 


Before writing this inquiry I wish you 
had taken the irouble to make a post- 
mortem exainination of some of the 
chicks and reported the condition of tle 
various organs us you found them. Are 
you shure that the buttermilk you are 
using is of good cuality? If it ts being 
obtained from «a creamery the milk 
might be at fault In this case. Examine 
your chicks for head lice. Also examine 
for lice under the wings. Chop some 
onions fine and mix them wiith your 
feed, feeding them: from the first. Dis- 
solve one level teaspoonful of epson 
Salts in a lifile water and mix this with 
some mash, giving one teaspoonful tu 
each eight chicks that range in age from 
ene to fivé weeks old. There is nothing 
else that I could recommend to do in 
addition to what you are doing, without 
more definite infvrmation as to the con- 
dition of the varicus organs. Perhape 
your method of bruoding is responsible 
for the trouble which you are having. 
You failed to state how your chicks are 
being brooded. 


Mash to Produce 
Weight in Broilers 


The main object ti producing broilers 

is to force them for weight by giving 
The birds 

kept in sep- 

arate lots of not more than 50 each. 

A good mash to produce weight rap- 

idiy is made of six parts by weight 


of corn meal, four parts low grade 
wheat flour, two parts bran or mid- 
ciings, mixed with skimmilk or butter- 
nulk to the consisteney of oatmeal por- 
ridge. If no milk is available one part 
of beef scrap should be added to the 
mixture, moistening it with water, just 
éenuvugh to make it crumbly. This mash 
siould be fed liberally through the day, 
but form the last feed in the evening 
it is better to give them all the cracked 
corn they will eat. They should have 
green feed daily. During the last two 
t. three weeks of the feeding period 
it is a good pian to keep this stock 
confined in small pens. 

"he most profitable broilers are those 
that are ready for market early. March 
vid April hatched chicks are best for 
this purpose, as they aiso are for lay- 
ers. The production of broilers offers 
an excellent opportunity to dispose of 
the cockerels and undesirable pulleta 
i: these early hatches. As soon as the 
sex can be-distinguished the pullets 
wanted for layers should be removed 
eid the remaining chicks fed for rapid 
growth, either for broilers or fries, 
Yeung birds weighing fror: 4% pound to 
two pounds are desigr-téed as broilers, 
while those over two pounds are known 
as fries. Then general purpose breeds, 
such as Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes, 
Fhode Isiand reds and orpingtons aré 
hest for the broiler market. The chicks 
from these breeds should reach two 
pounds in to 12 weeks. White chick- 
ens make the mest attractive and most 
eceily dreased broilers. ar their pin 
feathers are not so apparent when pre- 
pared for the market. They are mar- 
heted alive as well as dressed. If 
wreased, considerable care is necessary 
ec that they will reach market in @ 
neat, attractive condition.

From Old Shoe Box 


Any poultry raiser can make a very 
useful egg-tester out of a large shoe 
box, or any other cardboard box that 
in large enough to be set over a com- 
mon kerosené lamp. One énd of the 
box shoul@ be taken out, which makes 
it easier to set it over the lamp. 

In one side, opposite the flame of the 
lamp, @ hole @ little larger than a 
quarter should be cut. Another hole 
about thé site of a dollar should be 
cut in the top of the box to allow the 
heat to escape. An electric light bul» 
on the end of a cord is generally con- 
sidered more satisfactory for egg-test- 
ing than a lamp, and a smaller box may 
then be used. The bulb is simply sus- 
pended in the box so that it will be 
opposite the smaller hole. The testing 
should be done in a dark room. 

In thus testing the eggs they are held 
in front of the small hole and, if neces- 
gary, turned around once or twice to 
enable one to get a full view of their 
contents. A fresh egg will look per- 
fectly clear, as will also an inferttlc 
egg from the incubator or from under 
a hen. A fertile egg in which incuba- 
tion has begun wil) have a small, dark 
spot in it. This is the embryo chick, 
and if it is living many little blood 
veins will be seen extending from this 
embryo to all parts of the egg. If the 
embryo ig dead and the egg has been 
under incubation at least 36 hours, the 
blood will have settled away from the 
embryo toward the edges of the yolk 
I» some cases this wil! form an irregu- 


Jar circle, and this is what suggested 


the name of “blood ring’ for this cond! 
‘tion. Not all eggs with dead embryos 
will show this ring. In some of them 
enly a streak of blood will be visible 

This method of testing is useful nt 
ehly in ascertaining the fertility of 
eges after hatching has started, but it 
may also be put to use in testing eggs 
for freshness when bought from the 
store, or when selling them, whenever 
a nest containing eggs of doubtful age 
is found. 


Many Advantages 
in Colony Houses 


Although found on the large commer- 
cial poultry farms for years, colony 
houses are coming to be more generally 
used by the average poultry raiser as 
their value is appreciated. 

There are several advantages in the 
use of this house that appeal to poultry 
raisers with énough ground space io 
make their use possible. Most important 


poultryman to keep broods of different 
ages and sizes separate, where they will 
have plenty of room... Any procedure 
that will prevent overcrowding, whether 
the birds are young or old, is an advan- 
tage. If the chicks are hatched in an 
incubator, each hatch may be put into 
a separate colony house, where they 
may make their home until mature or 
until disposed of as broilers, fries, etc 
In case the hatching is done by hens, 
three or four may be set at ene time 
and the resulting hatches turned loose 
in a colony house, with one of the hens 
to mother them. Many poultry raisers 
have found that this plan makes it pos- 
sible to bring a considerably larger per- 
centage of chicks to maturity than with 
the small brood coops. 

Building the colony houses on runners 
makes it possible to move them about, 
thus providing frésh range whenever de- 
sired. An excellent location for colony 
houses is the orchard, where the pres- 
ence of the chicks serves a double pur- 
pose. While getting fat on the vegeta- 
tion and bugs and worms te be found 
there, they are destroy ing countless 
numbers of injurious ingects. The 
Kround being ‘partiall; shaded by the 
trees is another advantage on the hot 
days of late spring and early summer. 
Farmers also have found colony houses 
with broods of chickens, moved about in 
fields where ho crops ceuld be injured, 
a very good means of reducing the num- 
ber of crop-destroying insects, especial- 
ly grasshoppers.

Humane Way to Stop 
Hen’s Sitting Desire 


A variety of crueltiés Practiced 
upon broody hens to break’ them of 
the sitting notion are neither effer- 
tive nor advisable for any other rea- 
son. We have Known farm poultry 
raisers to duck them in water in the 
belief that this would coo) the fever- 
ish condition of the bird and cauge 
her to forget her desire to hatch. 
Others will shut them up without 
food or water in the belief that the 
broodiness will be starved out of 
them. Still others, not Wishing to 0 


to any trouble in the matter, 

throw them off the nests Pena tien tie 
but this neither breaks up 

the habit nor saves the eggs. 

These drastic measures are effec- 
tive only to the extent that leaves 
the hen exhausted and sometimes 
half dead. Naturally, this sort of 
treatment also is a detriment to a 
bird's laying ability. While a hen’s 
desire to sit is mérely nature assert- 
ing itself, this desire may be hu- 
manely and esecevely broken up by 
very simple means © most impor- 
tant feature of this treatment is that 
the hen be kept fn an enclosure where 
it will be impossible for her to sit and 
feel body heat under her. This may 
ae accu lished by putting her in a

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GREAT deal has been written and said since Aug. 1, 1914, 
about blockades and the rights of neutrals, of contraband 
,and conditional contraband, of prize courts and of subma- 
rines. Questions appertaining to these things have drawn 
our own nation so closely to the vortex of war that even 
the most_optimistic have at times despaired. 

The essential thing back of all these controversies is 
the military matter of starving an enemy into submission. All other 
things being equal, the nation which can shut off food supplies from its 
enemy must inevitably win. Yet the rights of humanity, especially of 
the peaceful humanity within the belligerent countries, must be safeguarded. 
International law had admitted the right of a country to starve its 
foe and at the same time has placed restrictions upon the exercise of that 
right. These restrictions are part of the intricate question of actual 
blocKade, constructive blockade and contraband of war. The questions 
arising therefrom are so complicated as to bewilder~the casual inquirer 
and when. one learns that there are so many conflicting usages and diverse 
interpretations of the law there is little wonder that the talk of reconciling 
them is stupendous enough to perplex the chancellories of all the world. 
What an effective weapon starvation is can be ascertained from a 


_study of the Union blockade of the Confederacy. in our own Civil War. 


A more brilliant and more easily grasped illustration, however, is the 
story of the siege of Paris by the Germans in 1870. Starvation and Ger- 
many then were indeed allies and so powerful were they that the backbone 
of French resistance was utterly broken. The ensuing operations of that 
struggle were merely a picking up loose ends by the triumphant Germans. 
The overwhelming disasters of Sedan and Metz earlier in the year 


_ had given the Germans a tremendous advantage and yet the war was 


far from won. The French capital was intact and the capture of the 
French Emperor by the enemy had rather helped than hurt the situation, 
for it is largely upon the vacillation and incompetency of Napoleon III 
that historians have blamed the speedy defeat of his country and the loss 
of his throne. Paris was France, in a peculiar sense. 

Moving with characteristic rapidity, the Germans appeared before 
the city Sept. 19, and, two days later, had drawn a cordon around it. 
Within that iron ring lay France’s last chance of winning the war. It is 
true that Gambetta escaped in a balloon and went into the rural district, 
where he levied new armies to meet the invader, but, poorly officered, 
badly equipped, wretchedly financed, insufficiently directed, these forces 
could never seriously threaten the ascendancy of Bismarck and Von 
Moltke. 

Paris was then, as it has remained, one of the most strongly fortified 
cities in the world. Within it were some 400,000 soldiers and a vast 
civilian population. Indeed, the soldiers far outnumbered the besieging 
forces, but they were for the most part raw levies, half-trained and their 
equipment was sorry in comparison with that of the Germans. 

There were no 42-centimeter guns in those days. An attempt to carry 
the city by storm would have been madness. There was one way and one 
‘way alone that it could be taken and that ‘was by starving it into sub- 
mission. It was a game well worth the prize, so the Germans sat down 
and let time and hunger fight for them. No food of any kind was allowed

to pass their lines. When request was made to permit the civilian popu- 
lation to get away, the Germans refused. It was a certainty that every 
morsel consumed by the civilian would be that much food lost t6 the 
soldier and the more mouths there were to consume the sooner the stored 
supply would be exhausted. 

There was in Paris at that time a restaurant which catered to persons 
with long purses. Its cuisine had been celebrated throughout the world. 
This restaurant kept open during the siege, still catering only to those 
who had plenty of money. A bound volume of its menus for that period 
is a‘splendid commentary upon the way that hungry Paris tried to feed 
itself. 

On the first day recorded in this volume the only unusual dishes ap- 
pearing are:

The card also informed the public that a cat could be bought for $1.20 
a live sheep, $30, and mule flesh was worth 35 cents a pound. 

A survivor of the siege tells the following anecdote: 

“I was wandering one dull morning around the Marche des Ternes, 
where beef, veal and mutton had been replaced by horses, dog and cat 
which were sold at the price of gold. Suddenly I was struck by a sign 
which said ‘Ass flesh for sale.’ I entered the shop and spoke to a girl, 
whose red cape was wrapped around her head to keep off the icy blast. 

“*Where do you get this meat from, Mademoiselle?’ 

“*Alas, Monsieur. We had two beautiful donkeys, which were the 
admiration of all Suresnes. But we had to come to Paris for safety, so 
they had to be killed. They were called Ernest and Joseph. Joseph was 
sold. This is Ernest before you. Doesn’t he look appetizing? All there 
is left of him is tail, $3; this filet, $4; his brain, $3.25, and his heart, $2. 
Very cheap, too.’” 

On Dec. 20 the first rats were sold for food. They were offered at 
mueh less than choicer meats, such as cat, horse and donkey, but they 
were eagerly bought. Of course, there were many euphemisms in polite 
society. Cat, when brought to the table, was never called cat, but was 
termed “rabbit,” while horseflesh was called “beef.” For a Christmas 
dinner that winter a party of Britons in the besieged city dined on 10 
pounds of camel flesh. 

The authorities made every possible attempt to regulate prices by 
fixing maximum rates. These, however, were frequently evaded. Many 
who had food to sell secreted it and talked business quietly with persons 
both able and willing to pay more than the official maximum. 

- About a month before the populace was driven to the consumption 
of rats. it found that dog flesh, properly cooked, was fairly palatable.

Germany’s New Dreadnought 
38.8 knots, 698 nautical miles; total, 1193 nautical miles. 

The accuracy of these figures, according to Baron 
Ladislaus d’Orcy of the American Institute of Aeronautic 
Engineers, who writes on the subject in the Scientific 
American, cannot be vouchsafed to the mile; but they 


seem to be borne out very well in the light of recent 
Zeppelin excursions, ‘when some of the raiders went as 
far as Edinburgh and Liverpool. 

It should be noted that the raiders were all reported 
as arriving from the east instead of from the south; 
that is, across the North Sea instead of from Belgium. 
This means that they were launched from some of the 
numerous airship harbors which dot the German coast 
from Tondern, in Schleswig-Holstein, to Emden, on the 
Dutch frontier. 

The distance between Tondern and Edinburgh is 440 
nautical miles and that between Emden and Liverpool! 
is 400 nautical miles; and these distances, doubled, of 
course, by the return trip, seem to support the estimate 
of the cruising radius of the new Zeppelins. 

The'reason why the airships choose the long and peril- 
ous voyage across the North Sea to the incomparably 
shorter one from Belgium is explained by the Englich 
as resulting from the incessant vigilance of the allies’ 
airmen and anti-aircraft guns on the Continent.

Whether it was the 
effect of the brilliant 
sunlight of the South 
upon eyes accustomed to 
indoor use, whether it 
was the smoke of the 
campfires or insanitary 
conditions in the camps, 
he emerged from the service with weakened eyes. A 
few months later he donned his first spectacles. As 
time went on, he found that the lenses had to be made 
stronger and stronger, but, like many other persons of 
similar experience, he did not worry greatly. In 1906 
he married, and in 1910 he came to St. Louis to work 
for the American Car and Foundry Co., where he 
was reckoned one of the most expert pattern cutters in 
the shops. 


A pattern cutter makes from blueprints designs in 
wood which are used by the molders. The designs are 
of all sorts of things—car wheels, journals, locomotive 
parts, cylinders for automobile engines, etc. It will 
be seen that these tasks call for the utmost precision 
of workmanship. The patterns are “cut partly by ma- 
chinery and partly by hand. In this work wood alco- 
hol is used in considerable quantities; and it is well 
known that wood alcoho] has a most deleterious effect 
upon the optic nerves. - 

He first became deeply alarmed over his eyes at the 
time of the Missouri Athletic Club fire, in the early part 
of 1914, when he discovered that he could read only 
those parts of the newspaper accounts of the catastro- 
phe which were printed in large type. Returning again 
to his oculist for more powerful glasses, he learned that 
he was then using almost the strongest lenses made. 
He went to an eye specialist, and was told that he was 
suffering from atrophy of the optic nerve, which must 
inevitably result in total blindness. 


By October of that year the sight of his right eye was 
completely gone. He lost the ability to see his children’s 
eyebrows; then their hair vanished, and then their 
faces. If he met a man wearing a dark suit and hat, 
he could perceive the body and hat, but the vision 
would appear headless, for he could not see the face. 


“Every morning,” 
he, “I feared I would not return home whole that night.” 
The man and his wife are Mr. and Mrs. Gordon Davis of

work in the 
foundry. They said he was in danger of being caught 
in the machinery or injured on his way to or from 
the shop. The strain on his eyes would result in hasten- 
ing the process of blindness, they pleaded. But there 
were two children at home to be fed, and Mrs. Davis 
could not aid in supporting the family because an 
attack of infantile paralysis when she was a baby had 
crippled her right arm. It was all she could do to take 
care of the children and the house. 

So Davis would turn a deaf ear to the physicians and 
make his way through everlasting twilight to his work. 
He held his job by what he calls “stalling,” but there 
has hardly ever been a finer demonstration of pluck. 
Some of his fellow workers helped him; when he could 
no longer trust himself at the machines, one of them 
would do the work for him. They marked out his pat- 
terns with an awl, when he could no longer see pencil 
marks, but could feel the scratches on the surface of 
the wood. With hand tools, guided almost solely by 
the sense of touch, he did his work; and how expert 
an artisan he was is shown by the fact that his output 
continued to be acceptable, although it was done much 
more slowly than formerly. 

‘Sometimes he walked the floor all night, in too great 
pain to sleep,” says Mrs. Davis. “Sometimes he was too 
sick to eat. But always, on Saturday night, he brought 
home something in the pay envelope.” 

He soon found that he could not work every day, for 
with growing frequency, his eyes were worse than ever. 
Sometimes he could work every day in the week; then 
again he would have to lay off for two weeks. He 
estimates that during the year he averaged three days 
a week in the shops.

Yet they have kept up their — 
home—two rooms in a boarding house—fed themselves — 
and the children, and kept them both in school.

ment of discipline. Upon the pole of each tent hang the 
“Ten Commandments” and the “Mosaic Law” of the 
camp. 

The things ‘‘verboten’’ and the penalties therefor are 
numerous. For instance no food of any kind—and this 
has been construed to cover candy—is permitted in any 
of the tents. As a consequence confiscated “boxes’— 
shades of departed boarding school days!—are piling 
up in the office and the question of what to do with the 
goodies is becoming perplexing. 

Untidiness in person or in tent is made the subject 
of a reprimand. 

If a girl is absent from any of the camp formations 
her name is posted in the mess hall. 

Insubordination is punishable “according to the degree 
of the offense.” 

If a girl is absent from camp at “taps” she is sub- 
ject to dismissal from camp. 

In all there are 14 commandments. 

One of. the most interesting sights of the camp is the 
spectacle of a big brawny marine, usually a Corporal or 
a Sergeant, of many years’ experience, taking orders 
from a slip of a girl with perfect gravity—and a twinkle 


in his eyes. The detachment of marines is on the grounds 
to relieve us of the heavy work of the camp. They also 
give a comfortable feeling of “having a man around the 
house.” Naturally they are unaware of inspiring any 
such sense of security and perform their duties with 
all due solemnity and respect for their women superiors. 

Somehow the girls managed to retain their dignity in 
the most trying circumstances. More than once did an 
officer, on giving the command: “Halt! Attention! 
Right face!’ find that her squad had chosen the four 
points of the compass quite at random. Did she laugh? 
Not a bit of it. She quietly said: “Everybody turn 
around and look at me.” Everybody did. Nobody 
laughed. 

What do we have to eat? Well, we’re too hungry to 
be critical. We get the regular marine corps rations, 
prepared by a marine corps cook, under the direction of 
a marine corps Quartermaster. And Mrs. George Bar- 
nett, whose husband is Commandant of the corps, is at 
the head of the Commissary Department. She says each 
person’s food costs about 40 cents a day as against the 
27 cents that the marine corps rations cost the Govern- 
ment.

A rat market was established on one 
of the main streets of the city. Rat 
catchers obtained permission to go into 
the sewers and baited their traps with 
glucose, taking thousands of rodents. 

By Dec. 27 the price of cats had gone 
up to $2 each and a bear from the zoo 
sold for $80. A peacock sold for $6 and 
one portion of it as served in a restaur- 
ant sold for $1.

the Germans bombarded the city once or 
twice, inflicting great harm upon the 
civilian population. se 

By Dec. 15 the authorities began regu- 
lating the consumption of horse flesh and 
an order was issued allowing each person 
about an ounce a day. A month later 
a bread order gave 10 ounces to each 
adult and five to each child. This bread 
was a black and indigestible compound 
of rice, buckwheat, oats and even hay. 

The Government did its best to save 
a milk supply for babies. To the very 
end 3000 cows were preserved for this 
purpose, although their milk was entire- 
ly inadequate in quantity. By the sec- 
ond week in January an English report 
said the babies were “dying off like rot- 
ten sheep.” It was estimated that, to- 
wards the end, the deaths numbered 5000 
a week. 

When, after the siege was lifted a 
British relief party reached the city with- 
food, many persons were barely able to 
walk to distribution points and, when 
provisions were handed to them, were too 
wenk to carry them home. 

Finally hunger won even over the 
proud spirits of the Parisians. Jan. 28 
an armistice was concluded at Versailles 
and two days later the Germans entered 
the city. The siege was over. 

There is no doubt that the memory of 
that bitter time has done as much to 
keep alive French animosity against the 
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Germans as the loss of Alsace-Lorraine. 
Not only Paris, but other towns were 
made to feel the Prussian hand. 

When the Germans entered French 
towns they not only seized what food- 
stuffs they needed, but they levied heavy 
monetary fings. Because a citizen of 
Orleans attacked a Prussian soldier in 
a brawl, a fine of $120,000 was assessed 
against the city. Civilians at LeMans 
did some sniping and their town had to 
pay a fine of $800,000. 

Rouen was compelled to pay $1,200,000, 
Lillebonne, $50,000; Dieppe, $200,000; 
the Department of Seine Inferieure paid 
a total of $5,000,000 in fines; smaller 
towns were fined at a rate averaging 
about $5 per capita. 

The bombardment of Paris during the 
siege drew protests from 16 nations 
whose representatives were shut up in 
the beleaguered city. Bismarck himself 
admitted that his country had laid its 
hand heavily upon its foe. He accused 
the French of wrong acts on their part, 
and in January of that year he wrote: 
“If, in view of this state of things, we 
are forced to exercise the rights of war 
with a severity which we regret and 
which appertains neither to the German 
national character nor our traditions, 
the responsibility falls,” etc. He is said 
to have remarked to V. Beust, “When 
once we get the enemy in our power it 
is our duty to crush him.” 


On the grounds of military expediency 
these measures were altogether effective. 
The greatest and proudest Pewer of Con- 
tinental Europe at that time was com- 
pletely humbled. Out of this disaster to 
the enemy arose the modern German em- 
pire. Out of it also, doubtless, arose the 
beginnings of the struggle which today 
sees the German empire girdled by a 
ring of enemies who declare they will 
not lay down the sword until they have 
crushed its military power forever.

. these many get well. Proper feeding, plenty of fresh 
- al, plenty of rest, the avoidance of fatigue to the point 
of exhaustion, temperance in the use of alcholics and 
abstinence from vice are the best guarantors of im- 
munity. 

Moreover there is no longer occasion for the sufferer 
to despair when he has tuberculosis in an incipient 
Stage. So long a3 he can get plenty of rest, plenty of 
good food and plenty of fresh air, he has an excellent 
chance of recovery. This providing he learns of his 
condition in time. Thanks to the wide-spread campaigns 
_ against this hydra-headed evil, the public is better edu- 
cated about it than formerly, while state, national and 
eity governments have already taken many steps to- 
wards its amelioration 
and eventually, its eradi- 
cation.

Of all the Government reports on this subject, none is 
more illuminating than that which tells of a special 
investigation in Cincinnati. Cincinnati found itself 
“with a 50 per cent higher tuberculosis death rate than 
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Government experts have investigated 
many phases of the white plague and 
some of their disclosures are surpris- 
ing—Every adult has been infected 
with its bacilli at some time or other 
bat 99 per cent escape—How the 
factory has been made in most cases 
safer than the workman’s home — 
The three great remedies, good food, 
fresh air and rest ss 


the normal for cities, a death rate, too, that was rising 
while the rate for the country as a whole was declining. 
The city wanted to know what was the cause and how 
to eradicate. It called upon the Public Health Service 
and experts were detailed for the study. 

These experts were not content with any mere aca- 
demic inquiry. They went into the shops, the factories 
and the homes of the city. They conducted physical 
examinations of 19,932 workers and traced each case 
of tuberculosis as near as possible to its origin. 

They found that the homes of the workmen were far 
more dangerous to health than the shops in which they 
worked. They found that one-sixth of all tuberculosis 
cases came from cheap lodging houses. Occupational 
hazards and bad working conditions were apparently 
responsible for 20 per cent of the cases, but in the ma- 
jority of instances these hazards were not necessarily 
inherent in the occupation. Previous tuberculosis in 
the family occurred in practically a third of all the 
eases. Dissipation, overcrowding, bad housing and in- 
nate lack of personal responsibility, were also listed 
as causes.

foothold. If they live in the same house with sufferers 
they are constantly exposed to infection. 

The chief industrial contributions to the evil are 
found in improper working conditions, long hours, dust, 
excessive fatigue, low income and inadequate rest. Of 
these the deadliest is fatigue. It is when the body is 
worn out with overexertion that the bacillus gets its 
surest hold. For this reason the experts generally con- 
demn “piece work” employment, as more likely to cause 
overstrain. Every one of these conditions is subject to 
relief and, in most states, there are laws already on the 
statute books to compel unwilling employers to take the 
proper measures. Too often these laws are not properly 
enforced. 

Public Health Bulletin No. 76 says: 

“It is well recognized that the unfavorable conditions 
under which a large proportion of wageworkers and 
their families live constitute a baffling problem in the 
treatment of the sick and in the prevention of disease. 
Under existing conditions, the reason for unhealthful 
modes of living is largely an economic one. 

“The frequent lack of a properly balanced and ade- 
quate diet is a factor. With insufficient wages, food is 
cut down below the level of subsistence. In order to 
meet expenses for lodging and clothing, working women 

reduce their diet to the 
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three great remedies: Plenty of fresh air, 
plenty of wholesome food and 


plenty of rest. 


found to have little, if any, influence in producing a 
high death rate from tuberculosis. Floods could not 
be blamed to any serious extent. The character of the 
white population as to racial origin has had consid- 
erable influence, it was found, in Cincinnati’s high death 
rate. Generally speaking the experts reported (Public 
Health Bulletin No. 73) that persons of Irish, German 
‘and Scandinavian ancestry are more susceptible to 
tuberculosis than those of other white races, while Ital- 
ians and Jews are more immune. Cincinnati has rela- 
tively few Italians and Jews and relatively many of the 
other races. It also has more negroes than are usually 
found in a Northern city and tuberculosis seems to be 
especially fatal to negroes. 


The experts also found that a city of comparatively 
slow growth has more tuberculosis than one of rapid 
growth. This is probably due to several things, among 
them the constant tearing down of old and unsanitary 
houses and the erection of new and sanitary ones in 
their stead. 


Says the report: 


“Bad housing has had a marked influence in the high 
tuberculosis death rate and this, in turn, is dependent 
in great part upon: 

“Poor economic conditions, the financial status of the 
people being such that they are unable to obtain better 
home conditions, as the city is composed, for the most 
part, of the rich and the poor, with a very small per- 
centage of the middle class. 


“Inadequate segregation of advanced cases is an im- 
portant factor in the high death rate applying especially 
to the lodging house element. 

“The insufficient provision for the care of incipient 
cases is a great obstacle in the effort to eradicate the 
disease. 

“An inadequacy of financial relief to the families 
while the tuberculosis wage earner is being cured is 
also an important factor. 

“There is insufficient knowledge of the whereabouts 
of the persons afflicted and as a result there is inade- 
quate cleansing of houses and rooms vacated by con- 
sumptives. 


The old belief that tuberculosis is inherited has long 
been discredited by science. On the other hand, the 
children of tuberculosis sufferers are frequently predis- 
posed by their very structure to the disease and yield 
readily to infection. Their bodies may house the bacilli 
for long periods before there is a sufficient weakening 
of the powers of resistance to enable them to get a

lowest possible point. 
Health inevitably suffers. 
“Income statistics indi- 
cate that a considerable 
proportion of the families 
of wageworkers have not 
been able to maintain a 
diet that will provide for 
proper nourishment. A 
larger proportion can main- 
tain an adequate diet only 
at the sacrifice of healthful 
environment and of other 
items that go to constitute 
a reasonable standard of 
living. There can be no 
doubt that nourishing food 
is sacrificed in a large 
number of instances. in 
order to obtain some of the 
and to gratify some of the 
natural and to be, expected 


comforts and amusements 
wants which are entirely 
of the average American. 
“An examination of a number of studies of the budgets 
of American workingmen’s families indicates that the 
point of subsistence is not reached until the family in- 
come is about $800 a year. Less than half of the wage- 
earners’ families in the United States have an annual 
income of that size, according to all statistics. 
“Between 1900 and 1913 the average increase in the 
retail prices of foods was about 60 per cent, according to 
statistics published by the United States Department of 
Labor. During the same period wage rates increased 
less than 39 per cent according to the same authority. 
“Unfavorable conditions prevailing in the households 
of the wage earners constitute another important phase 
of the problem. The absence of sufficient light, the lack 
of ventilation facilities or, when they exist, continu- 
ously closed rooms to secure warmth because of the in- 
ability to provide sufficient fuel; the accumulation of 
filth; the prevalence of insanitary toilets; the necessity 
for overcrowding in order to reduce the rent to a figure 
that will permit the household to make ends meet— 
these are fairly familiar facts. 


It is apparent that in a 
household of six or more people living in less than four 
rooms the conditions described by ‘bad housing’ are 


likely to be found.” 

“In round numbers,” 
says the Cincinnati re- 
port, “we may say that 
the average size of the 
families we investigated 
was four and the aver- 
age monthly balance, 
after paying for food 
and rent, was $20 per 
family. It requires but 
little reflection to see 
that $5 a month is an 
inadequate sum to sup- 
ply the individual with 
clothes, heat, recreation, 
street car fare, doctors’ 
bills, insurance and the 
thousand and one neces- 
Sary incidental expenses 
of living. The result is 
that a large number of 
families are living at 
the bare subsistence 
level and thus incur the dangers arising from a lowered 
resistance the moment that their already meager in- 
come suffers the slightest diminution. 

“The distribution of,tuberculosis bears a direct re- 
lation to that of tenements, being at the most conserva- 
tive estimate twice as great among tenement dwellers 
as among those living in separate houses.” 

One Government report advises sufferers that a change 
of climate is not necessary to a cure in the early stages. 


The essential thing is fresh air in any climate and com- 
plete rest.

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& Slip of a Southern Girl 
Who Startled the Country 
by Her Aeroplane Feats 


Miss Katheririe Stinson got an ambition to become 
an aviation expert from reading of the thrilling 
exploits of daring airmen — How she rivals 
them all and how her amazing success has 

prospered her 


F COURSE it had to come sooner or later. Ever since 
daredevil riding in an aeroplane excited popular in- 
terest it has been inevitable that some day there 
would come along a woman aeroplanist to rival 
them all. Just as it was in trapeze performing, 
parachute jumping and all the other hazardous sports 
in which men risked life for fortune and fame. 

If, however, one had set out to find the type of woman who 
would be looping-the-loop several thousand feet in the air, it is prob- 
able that Katherine Stinson would have been the last to challenge 
his attention. A quiet, bookish, dreamy Mississippi girl, rather frail 
in person, she would not at all have measured up to the expectations 
of the coming Amazon of the Air. 

Yet Katherine is just that. Not only is she one of the most 
daring of all aviators today but she has also gone into the practical 
aeroplane business, with a school for instruction in a Texas city. 
Her greatest ambition, to be an aeroplane observer for the United 
States army, thus far has been denied. 

Miss Stinson electrified New York City a few weeks ago when 
she engaged in the competition at Sheepshead Bay. There was in- 
finite grace, daring and versatility in the way she handled her 
biplane. 

In less than 100 feet, she was clear of the ground. She swept 
over the field in gradual ascent, until she had risen to some 2000 
feet. With the whirr of her engines silenced by the distance, she 
circled over the heads of the crowd, dark speck against the blue of 
a clear summer sky. 

For a moment she seemed to pause in midair. Then came a 
sudden swoop, a somersault, and a long trail of magnesium smoke 
outlined a complete but imperfect curve. 

She tried again. Another dip, an upward curve. 
loop was perfect. She did it a third time. 

Then once more she swept round the sky. Suddenly the biplane 
shot downward. For some 1500 feet it fell in a vertical line toward 
the earth, while the crowd held its breath from fear. But within 
100 feet of the ground it curved into the level, and landed gracefully 
on the green. 

In her next ascent she rose still higher. She dipped, circled, 
dipped, circled, while the trail of smoke from the magnesium flares 
outlined a corkscrew in the sky. 

Then she dropped bombs on a miniature fort. She raced Dario 
Resta, the automobile speed demon, now flying low on the ground, 
now soaring close to the tree tops. In her hands the machine seemed 
a live thing, spirited but restrained as a blooded horse, ridden under 
a well-handled curb. 

Katherine Stinson is now 20 years old. To talk with her is to 
get an uneasy premonition of an age which will be still more restless 
than ours, for she is undoubtedly as typical of the future as the 
girl motorist is of today. 

An extremely sensitive girl. not over-strong, intelligent, clear- 
headed, and, paradoxical as it sounds, rather cautious—that is how 
Katherine Stinson strikes one. Conventionally speaking, she could 
not be called pretty. Her face is too long; her features too irregular 
and too strongly marked. But she has deep-set, luminous brown 
eyes, fringed by long lashes, that lend her an elfin charm, and her 
brows, mobile and delicately penciled, meet now and then in the 
puzzled furrows that one sees in the face of a child. She is very 
young, for all her experience. 

Miss Stinson was born in Jackson, Miss., and lived there for 
16 years. At school she attended strictly to her studies. Her sole 
amusement was reading, and her favorite subject aviation. How it 
came to be so, she does not know. unless perhaps she reached it 
along the route of hero-worship. Two men stand out as the gods of 
her youthful imagination. They are Hoxsey and Moissant. Her 
ambition was to rival them in their own field. 

She made her mother her confidante, and after much persuasion 
won her as a confederate in a scheme to leave home and learn 
aviation. Mr. Stinson was no party to these plans. Fathers are 
apt to be uncomfortably incredulous. He would need proofs of his 
girl’s fitness for this chosen career. And so far Katherine had not 
even seen an aeroplane! 

Four years ago, however, she left home for Chicago to become 
a pupil of the Lillie-Thompson school. Soon the fact. was strongly 
borne in on her that fathers have no monopoly on incredulity. 

De Lioyd Thompson refused to take her seriously, but so per- 
sistent was she that at last Max Lillie, Thompson’s own master, took 
her on, partly in fun. He found himself agreeably surprised, for his 
pupil made qa swift graduation. Thompson henceforth took her in 
charge. 

From now on Katherine is a public character. She began to give 
exhibition flights. She wanted money. Then she sold machines and 
made more money. Soon she acquired an aeroplane of her own, and 
forthwith opened a school in San Antonio. Her brother and ‘sister 
were soon in the business—the former is 23 years old, the latter 19. 
Between them they bought another biplane, made after Katherine’s 
own plans. The school became known.

But I haven’t had much practice, so | may not do it very well.” 


“What does it feel like, when you volplane?” she was asked. 


“Oh, just falling down,” was her informative reply. “I don't 
like people to look for thrills in aviation,” she added, in explana- 
tion of her sarcastic tone. “I want aviation to become common- 
place, an everyday affair. I’m making it so in San Antonio. 


“I invite people to visit my school. Every week I have a crowd 
of girls and boys there, brought by their teachers to whom I send 
an invitation. Then they select one to go up in a machine. That 
makes them interested, and takes the sting of danger out of it. 


“Why, I have had nuns bring their convent pupils. Indeed, one 
of the most intelligent visitors I ever had was a sister who had 
charge of a class in science.

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HE second session of the Wom- 
en's Military Training Camp 
near Washington, the first of its

The camp was opened May 1 by President Wilson, 
who made an address. The honorary: commandants of 
the camp were Mrs. Hugh L. Scott, wife of the Chief of 
Staff, U. 8. A.; Mrs. Frank Fletcher, wife of Rear Ad- 
miral Fletcher, and Mrs. George Barnett, wife of Gen. 
Barnett, commandant of the Marine Corps. The recruits 
were nearly all society women and girls, and one of 
them, in the following amusing first-person story, tells 
of the trials and tribulations they underwent while 
roughing it for the sake of the country.

HERE are no small arms in camp, but there 
is plenty of powder—this seems to be the 
proper way to begin any yarn about the 
National Service School.
